IN SANTA MONICA, 


Question of no Liquor to Be Voted 
on There Tomorrow—Silent, Pad- 
locked Wharf is Narrowly Missed 
in Night by Steamer Feeling Her 
Way Along Coast. 


[SPRCTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA MONICA, April 11.—While 
the anti-saloon campaign practically 
closed with a great open-air demon- 
stration at Pier avenue ‘tonight, all of 
the churches of the beach will observe 
tomorrow as a day of prayer in the in- 
terest of the no-saloon ordinance and 
each church will devote one of the 
services of the day to the cause of tem- 
perance. 

The mass meeting tonight came as 
the closing one of a spirited campaign 
that has been on since the call for the 
special election was issued. The fight 
has been waged by the No-Saloon 
League, which has each day filled sev- 
eral columns of the local press with 
arguments in favor of making Santa 
Monica a dry town. . 

In parallel columns the liquor inter- 
ests have been represented by argu- 
ments favoring irrigation as at pres- 
ent practiced. The election ballot is a 
confusing one, since the question is on 
the adoption of an ordinance rather 
than whether the city shall be wet or 
dry. “Yes” means that the voter. is 
against the issuance of saloon licenses, 
while “No” indicates that the prefer- 
ence of the elector is for saloons.

PROMISE IMPROVEMENT.

The bed of the river is 400 feet wide. 
If forty feet were granted to the Har-. 
bor road there would still remain 360 
feet. Engineer Koebig says the river- 
bed will be improved if the forty feet 
along the west bank is raised to the 
grade of the Santa Fé and bulkheads 
are constructed on the river side. 

The officials of the Harbcr road say 
the present application has its initia- 
tion In the Mexican Trading Company.

refracting type, both in the matter 
of original cost, ease of action and gen- 
eral adaptability to the ‘end sought. 

WHY “REFLECTING.” 

Tt is due Qhe interested public to 
shew them why astronomers are in a 
measure abandoning the use of the 
refracting telescope, which truly has 
accomplished wonders in astronomical! 
gctence, and are turning to the refiect- 
ing telescope for present research. 
This is particularly true of the instru- 
ments and work in the Mt. Wilson 
Solar Observatory (supported by the 
‘arnesgie foundation.) where ail the 
most important telescopes are now and 
will be reflectors. 

The chjef reason why the refiecting 
Selescope is chosen by so many as- 


reflector is perfectiy achromatic, while 
the greet refractors, though calied 
achromatic, are unfortunately far from 
being so. The second is, that in large 
refractors a very serious percentage 
of the tncident light is lost in passing 
through the thick glasses, in some in- 
stances amounting to as much as #@ 
to 38 per cent.. and the larger the 
@iase ts made, the greater the propor- 
tion of the loss of light. Not so with 
the reflector; the light does not pass 
through the giass at all. but as the 
name of the instrument implies, is re- 
fected from the brilliant silver film 
with a very small loss. due to absorp- 
tion, and the percentage of light lost 
dees mot increase by increasing the 
size of the giass. 

A third advantage gained by the use 
of a reflector, such as is being made 
for Mt. Wilson, is that the mouhtings 
ean be made more rigid, the tube be-

Standing when we learn that if the

Deal Fairly With Teachers. 
LOS ANGELES, April 10.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] The present ub-) 
fortunate circumstances connected with | 
the financing of the public school funds 
of Les Angeles, recail to mind a finan- 
cial trouble relative to public school 
funds during the writer's service as 
grade teacher in the public schools of 
New York City. 

In the fall of 1898 the salaries of 
the teachers of New York City were 
not enly reduced $100 to $200 r year, 
but were also held up from November 
to February. However, when matters) 
were finaly adjusted and payments of | 
salaries were resumed, teachers: were, 
paid in full as per pay roll before re- 
duction in t with inter- 
est. Many teachers had suffered em- 
barrassments and gréeat inconvenience, 
but these were soon forgotten when, in 
1900, the Davis bill became a law, in- 
creasing and permanently fixing teach- 
ers’ salaries. 

The same law provides an annual 
increment of $40 for grade teachers, 
upon approval of their year’s work. 
Besides this, for teachers of mixed/ 
classes with larger percentage of boys, 
and teachers of classes composed 
wholly of boys, $60 per year is received 
tm addition to the regular. salary in 
twelve installments. 

If, at the end of this year, the teach- 
ers of Los Angeles have not received 
their promised salaries in full, let us 
hope that they will receive not only 
the deficit in due time, but increase of 
salaries and *tenure.

Now the ships 
have plowed their way through placid seas follow- 
ing the wake left by Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo’s 
ships over three and a half centuries ago, and will 
rest in the bay by the Silver Gate where the Span- 
ish admiral first flaunted the standard of a civilized 
nation. 

Now begins real life for these brave defenders of 
the Starry Flag of Glory, whose broad field of blue 
speaks hope to all longing hearts the world around. 
In one more week the sixteen magnificent envoys 
of peace will ride at anchor in our own waters and 
the men will realize how beautiful this world is and 
how incomparably beautiful is their own land among 
all the lands of all the continents. Many of the 
sailor lads know the Hudson with its highlands, 
beautiful New England with its wooded hills, the 
great West with its broad plains, great lakes and 
noble rivers. But they have a revelation before 
them and will have these spring days all the way 
to Puget Sound all along the lands by the sunlit 
seas. 

We must see that the sailor men shall feast their 
eyes to surfeit (if that is possible) on the glories 
of this first stretch along these shores by these 
sunlit seas. Take them all over Los Angeles, the 
fairest daughter among the sisterhood of cities in 
the world. Roll them over the plains billowy with 
sloping hills and the towering mountains with snow- 
capped peaks standing guard over the orchards where 
grow the golden apples of this last Hesperides cre- 
ation ever can show to dazzle the eyes of men. 
Feast the sailors’ eyes tired with watching the mov- 
ing pictures made by Neptune with glimpses of 
Orange Grove avenue, Pasadena, with views along 
Smiley Heights at Redlands, and along Magnolia 


avenue at Riverside; exhibit the great panorama of | 


beauty in. changing scenes all along the mountain 
base from this city to the mountain barriers at 
San Gorgonio Pass, and they will declare that the 
valley with its spangled knolls where the mustard 
sets its crowns of gold and the broad blotches of 
fire-red poppies gleam like the stripes of Old Glory 
waving in the breeze has no match on all the broad 
continents of all the wofid.

Remember we have rivals at this season of the 
year. When the sailor boys get to the great bay 
of San Francisco they may be taken over the Santa 
Cruz Mountains to the city of Santa Cruz, where 
‘in the soft May airs the woods will blaze forth in 
wild azaleas massed in an abundance that glows 
over the mountains as far as the lookout on the 
highest point can see. — 

And Puget Sound may be dreary indeed when 
the long weeks of rain pour out their floods, but in 
June the earth has few fairer spots where the sun’s 
fays paint more glorious pictures. In fact, if the 
ficet could go up the Sacramento River and thence 
to the headwaters of the Willamette and so on to 
the Straits of Fuca, there would be at this season 
one long incomparable panorama of beauty and 
grandeur of scene, each succeeding stretch trying 
hard, although in vain, to outshine the last one 
passed.

ENOUNCED BY THE PRESIDENT. 
Notwithstanding the protests of “Doc” Haynes 
and Earl’s little Express, the President sent to Con- 
gress on Thursday a message urging further legis- 


. lation to enable the Postal Department to purge the 


mails of papers circulated in this country propa- 
gating anarchistic opinions. This message the 
President considered necessary to counteract the 
effect of the filibustering tactics adopted by a clique 
of socialists, cranks and anarchists to block the pas- 
sage of bills presented at this session for the pur- 
pose of curbing the dangerous socialist and an- 
archist press. 

Washington dispatches state that since this mes- 
sage went to Congress the secret service men have 
deemed it necessary to place a special guard about 
the Postmaster-General and other membets of the 
Cabinet. 

A part of this filibustering campaign has been 
conducted from Los Angeles by a clique of local 
cranks—and worse—with Dr. John R. Haynes 
among them. The point of view of the Evening 
Express, the local Haynes organ, is slightly differ- 
ent from that of the President. Commenting on 
this campaign of the filibusters, the Express in the 
issue of March 29 published the following: 

“The attempt of Senator Boies Penrose, Penn- 
sylvania’s machine United States Senator, to muz- 
zie the press of the country has been thwarted. 
As soon as attention was called to the real purpose 
and effect of his bill relative to publications the 
protest against it became so strong that it was sum- 
marily disposed of in committee and will not even 
come before the Senate for action 

“This information is conveyed in letters received 

Dr. John R. Haynes from yarious members of 

gress. Dr. Haynes was am those who pro- 
tested against the pass of the measure, and he 
wrote letters on the subject to the California Sena- 
tors to several of the California delegation in 
the lower house. , 

“The Penrose bill was designed to give the Post- 
master-General power to shut out of the mails per- 
manently any publication which he deemed im- 


ah oBjections to the Penrose bill were sum- 
marized by the Express as follows: 

“Under the Penrose measure the publication of 
only a few lines in a single issue that could be 
construed as wrongful could be made the basis 
for forevef excluding the publication from second- 
class postal privileges.” 

The objection to the Penrose and other bills in- 
troduced at this session of Congress for the pur- 
pose of aiding the Postal Department in purging 
‘the mails of inflammable literature, and supported 
by the President, has come almost wholly from the 
socialistic and the anarchistic press and populace. 
It is only these that fear the ban of the law. They 
desire legislation which will permit the Postal De- 
partment to reject only those issues of.a publication 
that are “notoriously anarchistic or immoral.” The 
President recommends legislation that will suppress 
future publications of a paper once convicted of 
making improper use of the mails, and it is against 
this that the cranks—and worse—are filibustering. 

It is through these cliques that Los Angeles is 
advertised to the world as providing a harbor and 
comfort for malcontents of the anarchistic type. 
Two weeks ago the dispatches from New York 
brought the information that the police of that city 
had discovered evidence that led them to believe 
that the plot which resulted in bomb throwing 
there on March 30 was hatched on the Pacific Coast 
and that one of the’ chief conspirators was hiding 
in Los Angeles. | 

In Los Angeles the Mexican terrorists es- 
tablished their headquarters, and it was from local 
cliques that they received aid and comfort. 

Collier’s Weekly published an article two years 
ago exposing the inner workings of the anarchistic 
party in this country; this article was accompanied 
by a map showing that two units of the anarchist 
organization are located in Los Angeles. 
~ Straws in the air are a fertain indication of a high 
wind; the gleanings of the anarchistic stubble appear 
to be floating freely in the atmosphere of Los An- 
It is not from such sources that our city 
has become great. The basic purposes of both an-

Already there is a pause in the great swallo ving 
act. The Nippon Kisen Kaisha is almost bank- 
rupt. Many corporations are actually passing 
through liquidation, and there is threatened a 
serious financial collapse which may check Japa- 
nese development for years to come.

quite well suited to the needs of the 
school department. The Security 
building offered very great advantages, 
and its management was able to make 
the change im walls, etc.. that the 
work of the board required. _ Fifteen 
rooms were secured at a rental of $400 
per month. In the old location, our 
rental was $195. and as two more 
rooms were required, it would have 

$225, had we remained there. To 
have secured the same amount of floor 
space, we have now in the Security 
building, would have cost $300 per 
month in our former location. The 
elevator service—important, since hun- 
dreds of people sometinies visit our 
offices in a single day—is no longer 
inadequate. Our.rooms are large 
enough now, and we are located tn an 
up-to-date building. which is a very 
great advantage to the work of the 
entire department. When the Board 
of Education took the offices it has 
just left, the city had a population of 
150,000; now it has a population of 
about 300,000. The volume of its 
school business has grown correspond- 
ingly; that is why new headquarters 
were required, and the additional rent- 
al did not come out of the teachers’ 


salary fund, and, space for space, it 
would have kept the schools going 
just 35 minutes longer if 


teachers’ salaries. It cost the Board 
of Education $1790.60 to furnish fifteen 
rooms—as much as is sometimes spent 
by a bisiness house in furnishing two 
or three rooms, and enough to have 
run the schools for 8) additional min- 
utes if it had been applisd oF pranery 
ing the term. None of the furni- 
ture was stored away, but all of it is 
still In. use in the department. 

The beard receives no salary for its 
Services: it submits that the least the 
taxpayers can previde is suitable of- 
fices in return for the. services the 
members gratuitously render. 

An additional requisition and »ur- 
chasing clerk was added to our office 
force, to comply with the new regula- 
tions of the Auditor's office concerning 
requisitions. orders, etc. Seven years 
when the Superintendent's staff 
was increased to three men, there 
were 572 teachers, 24,254 children ari- 
rolied in the schools, and 125,000 people 
in the city. When it was increased to 
four men, there were 1020 teachers, 
42,998 children enrolied, and 280,179 
people in the city. 

In regard to the statement of the 
Councilman from the Sixth Ward, 
that there are thirty temporary 
buildings in that ward, and that it 
has no representative on the Board of 
Education—an implication that the 
has not distributed the school 
moneys fairly—we beg to state that 
since the non-partisan school board 
elected from the city at iarge a Vittle 
over three years ago, has had the man- 
agement of school funds, the amount 
expended in the Sixth Ward for sites, 
buildings and schoo! furniture 
amounts to $164,783, and the board now 
has plans drawn for a new eleven- 
room school building. and options on 
sites for other buildings in that ward, 
which will increase the amount to 
more than $200,000, making an expendi- 
ture exceeding the entire amount paid 
out for school accommodations in that 
ward under the sixteen years of the 
vo ward system of school administra- 


In regard to the number of tem- 
porary buildings in use at present, 
after the funds secured for new build- 
ings, by the bond issue of 1995. were 
exhausted, the Board of Education had 
no funds to efset permanent buildings. 
Its only recourse was to build tem- 
porary structures or turn the children 
into the streets. In August, 1997, a 
special tax was voted, which, when 
paid, will give the board $250,000. The 
first half of the tax levy, $125,000, 
should have been available on the last 
Monday of November; but, by act of 
the Legislature, the payment of this 


Bullding Committee has plans already 
drawn to build three new buildings, 
costing approximately $60,000, and it 
has an option on sites for other new 
Duildings. By the time the schools 
begin next mber, nearly every 
temporary building will be replaced by 
@ permanent one. At present there is 
but one half-day primary school, and 
afternoon kindergartens in 
“ y. | 


The principal of the Polytechnic High 
School is one of the ablest technical 
schoolmen in the entire United States. 
His rare success in school work is 
known to everyone. What is not so 
well known is that a large business 
corporation offered him the post of gen- 
eral manager, a few days ago, at a sal- 
ary of $6000 per year. For serving the 
city early and late. as principal of a 
very farge school, whose sessions begin 
at & o'clock and close at 4:4 o'clock, 
and in addition for the last two years 
as principal of the evening high school, 
he gets the sum of $3300. The interest 
he takes in advancing the Polytechnic 
High School is evidenced by such facts 
as that he spent $1000 of his own money’ 
in making repeated trips to the East to 
visit polytechnic schools there, that 
Los Angeles might have the advantage 
of the experience of other cities in con- 
structing her schools. Such a man is 
indispensable to the city, but the Board 
of Education cannot compete with a 
private corporation in point of salary. 
It could, however, assure him of its in- 
tention to make the Polytechnic High 
School one of the foremost of its kind 
in the whole world, and to that end 
offer him opportunities to investigate 
and study the work that is being done 
In the great centers of technical in- 
struction elsewhere. Los Angeles will 
profit immensely by this arrangement, 
for the careful reports of such an ex- 
pert will put at her service the best 
educational experience of the world, 
and as Mr. Francis pays his own ex- 
penses, and the school will be carried 
on voluntarily by the present staff in 
his absence, this advantage will cost 
the city not one cent additional. In 
reply to the invitation of the National 
Civic Federation, the City of New York 
has just given leave of absence, on full 
pay, to twenty of its teachers, to visit 
the schools of Europe under the aus- 
pices of the Moseley Commission. Mr. 
Francis will represent Lo« Angeles as 
its member of the Moseley warty. 

As to trips to Washington, most cities 
are in the habit of directing their 
superintendents to attend the annual 
conference of superintendents and pay- 
ing their expenses, for the advantage 
is worth something to the schools. Se- 
attle, for instance, has done so for some 
years. The Superintendent of Schools 
of Los Angeles pays his own expenses, 
though he would have no occasion to go 
if he were not superintendent. His 
nominal salary is $4250 per year. and at 
his own. express request his was the 
only salary in the teaching force which 
Was not raised last year... Actually he 
gets something less than this amount, 
for the field work of the school depart- 
ment is large, and the automobile which 
he required was purchased and owned 
by him. Depreciation of the machine. 
tires, garage expenses, etc., come out 
of his pocket. The city pays for the 
apeetne and the repairs of the ma- 

ne.

The aqueduct engineers have esti- 
mated that the actua! amount of freight 
to be hauled along the aqueduct from 
Mojave to Independence will be equal

NSANITY PLEA 
OF MURDERER. 


SHOT UNSUSPECTING WOMAN 
AND ESCAPED. 


Surrenders Himself to Justice 
After Almost Two Years’ Freedom, 
and Must now Answer for Death of 
Woman He Threatened and. 
Hounded for Months Before Death. 
Setting up insanity as his defense, 
Frederick D. Cook, 35 years old, wil! be 


placed on “rial for his life in Judge 


Smith's court tomorrow morning. He 
is charged with having deliberately 
shot his divorced wife, Mrs. Amanda 
Jane Cook, through the head on a San- 
ta Monica car, near Sawtelle, the even- 
ing of August 27, 1006. The murder 
was witne by six passengers. As 
the woman sank to the floor and died 
L. P. Bishop of New York grappled 
with the murderer. The latter fired 
one shot at Bishop before the revolver 
was wrested from him, broke away, 
and jumped off the car while it was go- 
ing twenty miles an hour. He disap- 
peared as completely as if the earth 
had swallowed him, nor was he heard 
from again until he gave himself up to 
the Fort Worth, Tex., authorities last 
November. 

Sherif Hammel was notified that 
Cook had confessed to the murder of 


he had 
murder, and believed that his time on 
earth was short. For that reason he 
decided that he might as well make a 
clean breast of the affair. i 

The crime is said by Asst. Dist.-Atty. 
Cc. C. McComas, who will conduct the 
prosecution, to have been long premedi- 
tated, absolutely cold-blooded, and 
without excuse. Cook, who was born 
in Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
was a plasterer by trade. He went to 


survey for Boston at the age of nineteen and there 
into the Owens Valley; |in 1894 married the woman whom he | 


afterwards murdered, and by whom he 
had three children. 

He became greatly interested in odd 
religious ideas, wrote books and poetry 
on these themes, took up with free love 
ideas, was a preacher on Boston's 
streets, and finally in a quarrel with 
his wife, shot her and fled frotn Boston, 
ostensibly for Ziow City, Ill, where he 
said he intended to unite with the 
Dowleites. We went to Oklahoma and 
from there came to California, where 
he roamed froin one place to another. 

Mrs. Cook finally located him and fol-. 
lowed him west with her children. He 
refused to support her, yet when she 
began divorce proceedings against him 
on the grounds of cruelty, he told her 
repeatedly that if she prosecuted her 
suit he would murder her, her attorney, 
the judge, and her witnesses. The di- 
vorce was «granted in July, 1906, and 
thereafter Cook haunted the Detention 
Home, where his wife was housekeeper. 
Once he cut a hole through a window 
acreen and leveled « revolver at her, 
but was scared away. The woman 
uved in constant terror of him. 

The day before the final tragedy, 
Mre. Cook went to The Palms to see 
her son, who was living with a friend. 
The next evening she was seen to get 
on a Santa Monica car at Pier avenue, 
Ocean Park, followed by her husband. 
It is donbtful if ehe recognized him, 
for Cook had had his hair dyed red 
and wore a false moustache. , 

He and his former wife sat side by 
side In the car, but did not talk to- 
gether. Near Sawtelle, the man 
changed his position to the seat near 
the aisle and then pulied ¢ sun from 
his pocket and fired into ‘his former 
wife's forehead. She fell to the floor 
and died without a sound. The mur- 
derer fired two more shots before he 
wae disarmed and escaped in the 
ness

Perfection of Stripping Machine 
Will Make it Possible to Grow This 
Fiber in California—ti Says 


Industry Will Be More important 
Than That of Cotton. | 


Have you ever heard of grass linen, 
China’ linen or Japan linen, this fine. 
beautiful, expensive gossamer-like 
tissue? Have you ever stopped to 
think what fiber could have been fine 
enough to make for the ancient In- 
dian queens’ linen bed sheets that were 
so thin and fine that they could be 
| drawn through finger rings? Have 
you ever thought what kind of linen 
it was that preserved the mummies? 
or was mentioned in the Bible as the 
cleanest and most sanitary material 
to be dressed in? 

These fabrics were made and are 
made of ramie, a linen fiber so much 
superior to flax that comparisons are 
out of piace; it is as fine and as lus- 
trous as silk, more than three times 
as absorbent as flax, and far more 
durable. While it is the oldest textile 
Substance in existence and in use long 
before silk, fiax, cotton or wool, its 
ulllity seldom came beyond Asia, its 
native land, because on account of the 
very high cost to prepare the fiber, it 
could only be done by the cheapest 
labor, so abundant since long ago in 
Asia. 

Of recent years, G. William Schlich- 
ten, a German textile expert, discovered 
& process by which this ramie fiber, 
lmported from China, could be refined 
in &n economica] way, making it pos- 
sible to manufacture of it in 
Germany, théMand of cheap manufac- 
ture, in competition with the high 
grades of flax, although at a very 
much smaller profit. As ramie linen 
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(more durable

tary impulse, and produced first of all 
underwear. Through ceaseless effort 
and iabor he has now perfected a ma- 
chine which will strip the fiber from 
the stalks at a lower cost than can be 
done by the cheap labor in Asia, and 
that will make it‘ possible to grow 
ramie in California for the world's 
market. It will now be possible to 
make all kinds of linen goods of ramie 
in this country, that formerly were 
made of flax and imported from 
Europe, and dt least at the same, if 
net at lower, prices, but of a much 
quality. Furthermore, 
its luster, but increases its 
price. Mixed with cotton or wool, 
greatly improves these textiles in 
every respect. In short, the utility of 
ramie is unlimited. Therein lays the 
value for California, as Mr. Schilich- 
ten has ascertained by years of experi- 
menting that this State, principally 
Southern California, will grow better 
ramie fiber than any country on earth, 
and the time is mot far off when the 
ramie industry will be more important 
to California than the cotton industry 
is to the South, - 

Mr. Schiichten, as president of the 
Schiichten Ramie Company, has begun 
the growing of the ramie fiber in 
Southern California on a large scale, 
and to encourige the farmers and 
land owners to take up the growing

To Construct Largest Reser- 
voir in World. 


Eight Million Dollars to Be 
Cost of Work. 


Saves Water for Two Hun- 
dred Thousand Acres. 


Thé reservoir which will be formed 
by the construction of the Elephant 
Butte dam across the Rio Grande Riv- 

¥ wes begun a few days ago 
by the Federal government, will be 
twice as large as any other artificial 
Water reservoir in the world. This 
Gistinction is now held by the reser- 
‘Yotr which is formed by the great As- 
Suan dam in the Nile River. 

The Elephant Butte reservoir will 
be forty miles long, and, in places, six 
miles wide. It will have a storage ca- 
pacity of 2,000,000 acre feet to the level 
of the spillway, or approximately 100,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet, or 650,000,000,000 
Salions of water. 

This is one of the reciamation 
projects of the government, and its 
comsummation will mean more in the 
matter of the development of the 
Southwest than any industrial enter- 
prise ever wndertaken in this region. 

TO COST EIGHT MILLIONS. 

The estimated cost of the dam is $6.- 
000,000. In addition to this sum, not 
less than $2,000,000 will be expended in 
constructing the system of canais and 
ditches for the great irrigation project. 
The site of the proposed dam is at 
the mouth of a long and deep cafion, 
and its width will be only 400 feet at 
Fiver level. Its length at its crest wil! 
be 1200 feet. Its height from bedrock 
foundation to the crest will be 275 

. The width of the dam on top 
will be twenty feet, and this space w'i!! 
be occupied by a driveway, which will 
afford a convenient means for crossing 
the river. 3 

Anti enormous amount of materia! will 
enter into the construction of the dam. 
It will include more than 300,000 barrels 
of cement and a great amount of sand 
and gravel. Involved in the construc- 
tion are 44,400 cubic yards of soft rock 
and earth excavation, and 335,900 cubic 

rds of sand excavation. The con- 
struction of coffer dams, each to be 400 
feet long, will be necessary. The ex- 
cavations in bedrock for dam anchor- 

will amount to 6000 cubic yards. 
concrete in the dam above the 
river bed will aggregate 300,000 cubic 
yards, and below the river bed 114,000 
yerds. The excavation of more than 
120,000 cubic yards for the spillway 
will be necessary. 
important preliminary 
of work to be done in connec- 
tien with the constructicn is the build- 
ing of @ tunnel through the mountain 
which borders one side of the dam 
site. This tunnel will enter the moun- 
tain just above the dam, and wil! 
make its exit into the river some dis- 
tance below the cam. It will be used 
to divert the flow of the river while 
is in 


In view of the fact that 


progress. 
there are occasional floods in this 
stream, when a large outiet is re- 


quired to take care of the flow, the 
tunnel will he of ample size-znnd its 
construction of a permanent nature. 
It will serve the purpose of an trri- 
gation cana! or flume when the dam is 
finished. This tunne! will run through 
Solid rock for most of its length. 

WILL IRRIGATE 200,000 ACRES. 

The initial acreage to be placed un- 
Ger irrigation in the valley of the Rio 
Grande from this reservoir is about 
290,990, and to water this number of 
acres only about 600.0490 acre feet of 
water will be required. Ir order, how- 
ever, to provide for a series of dry 
seasons that may occur, the reservoir 
is to have a capacity for an enormous 
amount of surplus water. It also is 
expected that a big quantity of silt 
will be brought into the reservoir, and, 
walle s'ulcee will be provided for rid- 
ding the basin of as much of this ac- 
cumulatior as possible, it is not ex- 
pected that all of it can be taken out. 

Workmen are now excavating for the 
eastern abutment of the dam. When 
the preliminary work is finished sev- 
eral thousand men will be employed in 
the construction work. A. site for a 
town to be made up of these Federa) 
workmen has been laid off, and it will 
be a lively place when the work is in 
full progress. It is stated that the gov- 
ernment will construct its own cement 
plant. A fine deposit of cement mate- 
rial has been found adjacent to the site 
of the dam, and no difficulty wil) be 
experienced in obtaining plenty of the 
raw product. The site of the proposed 
dam is located some distance off of a 
railroad, but it is stated that a branch 
line will be built to the place in order 
to haul in the construction materia! and 
supplies. will wil] be needed for the 
work. 

The stretch of valley land that is to 
be brought under irrigation and culti- 
vation, by the building of the Elephant 
Butte dam extends from the site of the

immersed in antiquity that they can- 
not change the methods of rimi- 
tive man. We certainly should be 
able to get better results with the 
material at our disposal. 


COTTON AND SUGAR. 


“There are over 1,500,000 acres of 
Nile Valley lands planted to cotton 
and sugar cane. One-fourth of the 
arable lahd is in Egyptian clover, 
known as bersine, rich in nutritive 
qualities. and I have no doubt that 
this product could be raised here. The 
Egyptian farmer owns an average of 
from one to ten acres, and every time 
he makes a little money he takes unto 
himself another wife, and thus in- 
creases the number of his farm hands 
at a minimum of expense. The coun- 
try is developing very slowly, and it 
will be many years before it reaches 
a really high state of cultivation. Fam- 
ilies live on about 25 cents a day. 
Men's suits cost a dollar or so, and 
women’s suits even less. 

THE UPPER NILE. 

“We also took in the many sights 
of the Upper Nile, among them the 
Luxor Temple and. Old Thebes, con- 
sidered one of the greatest monu- 
ments of antiquity in the world. It 
is said that it is over 4000 years old,’ 
older than Adam and the Garden of 
Eden; but, of course, I can only vouch 
for that from hearsay. I was not per- 
sonally acquainted with Adam. Most of 
the settlers live in mud huts in villages 
and cities, a manner of living which 
tends to desolate the surrounding 
country. There are very few im- 
provements on the land, and I should 
judge that the whole country is about 
9000 yeara behind the times. The prin- 
cipal products of the soil are peas, 
clover and alfalfa. It is a good stock 
country. and raises many camels, 
Gonkeys and small Egyptian cattle. 

SUEZ CANAL. 

“We visited the Suez Canal, and it 
seems unnecessary to give any descrip- 
tion of this wonderful feat of 
engineering—the greatest in. its 
line. ever attempted and per- 
fected in the world’s history. It is 
enough to say that it is simply won- 
derful in its immensity. The United 


Btates Consul gave us every facility 


information and was 
courteous in the extreme. I forgot to 
say that we saw several cane-sugar 
factories on our trip through the Nile. 
This is a very important industry, 
which, I believe, can be developed to 
great proportions on the desert lands 
similar in character near Calexico and 
in other places in the Southwest. I 
also believe that Egyptian cotton, also 
a profitable product, can be success- 
fully grown here, and as soon as my 
shipment of seeds arrives we shall try 
them on the Mexican side of the Colo- 
rado Delta and on the sedimentary 
lands about Corcoran, in Kings county. 
THE HOLY LAND. 

“We then toured the Holy Land, 
sailing from Port Said to Jaffa, which 
I found to be a very interesting city 
of about 40,000 population. After tak- 
ing in the sights there we went to 
Jerusalem by rail, a trip which con- 
sumes about four hours. The sights 
here brought back to our minds in vivid 
colors the memories of Sunday-schoo!l 
days. Jerusalem is a city of about 6,- 
000 population, built upon the hills, and 
being, even to this day, without any 
water or electric light systems. So far 
as I could see, the only water supply is 
collected in immense rain cisterns. We 
visited Gethsemane, the Mount of 
Olives, the Church of the Holy Sepul- 
chre ahd Bethiehem, a manufacturing 
city of about 10,000 inhabitants. We 
also took a glance at Bethany, which is 
said to be exactiy the same as it was 
in the time of Christ, and went on to 
Jericho, the River Jordan and the Dead 
Sea—altogether an intensely interesting 
trip, which we wished we might have 
prolonged. The entire Holy Land is 
infested with professional beggars, and 
we saw many lepers, in all stages of 
the dread disease, lining the streets. 
The perpetual cry from one end of the 
land to the other is “Backsheesh!" and 
one is always giad to get home, if 
only to forget the monotonous and con- 
stant cry. 

IN OLD ROME. 

“We spent a week in Rome, which 
we reached after a pleasant trip from 
Alexandria. I was very much im- 
pressed with the rapid transformation 
which is going on, and believe that this 
grand old seat of history will some 
day again regain its golden glory. The 
population at the present time is said 
to be between 600,000 and 700,000, and 
it is thought that the million mark 
will be pnussed within the near future. 
We visited the principal historical 
points of interest, including St. Peters, 
the art galleries and the Coliseum. 

We set sail for home from Naples

Las Vegas as a Smelting Site. 
Water Service of Pioche to Be Im- 
proved—Remarkable Drili Discov- 
eries Reported from Nevada-Des- 
Moines.

 PIOCHE (Nev.) April 8.—On my re- 
turn from Los Angeles, I stopped off 
one day at Las Vegas. The town is 
gradually growing.

The soil is ex- 
tremely fertile and intensely product- 
ive under irrigation. I was told of 
some small fraction of an acre which 
yielded, last year, over $1600 from 
onions. As I walked up the main 
street. I passed an excavation 
made for the cellar of a building. At 
the depth of ten feet I noticed stand- 
ing Water, and was assured by men 
whose reliability is beyond question 
that water can aiways be reached at 
ubout this depth all through the val- 
ley. Recently. three artesian wells 
have been sunk, each of which, at a 
depth of about 400 feet from the sur- 
face, struck a most excellent quality 
of water, which now flows over the 
tops of the casings. Each well will ir- 
rigate a large acreage. I did not have 
the time to go into close details on 
this water question, but it was clear 
to me that the valley is bound to sus- 
tain a large agricultural population, 
and that the products will find the 
most profitable of all markets in the 
mining camps of the region. 
AS SMELTER SITE. 

As a location for a smelter, it is al- 
most ideal. Some years ago Marvin 
Hughitt, the president of the North- 
western system, visited Deadwood and 
spent two days inspecting the Home- 
stake and other mines of that rich 
section. Before he left they had a 
little banquet in honor of their guest. 
In the speech he made in response to 
some toast, he said: “The section 100 
miles square, of which this town is 
practically the center, is in its min- 
eral wealth the richest 100 miles 
square in the United States.’ This 
statement passed into a proverb, which 
is today the choicest possession of 
those worthy people in South Dakota.

FUTURE EMPLOYER. 


Only Those Men Hold Positions — 
Whe Make Good, and Show a Dis- 
position to Werk for Their Em- 
ployer’s Interest—Personal Habits 
Are Also a Factor. 


BY JAMES J. HILL. 


It is one thing to get a position: it 
is another thing to keep it. Getting 
a position requires tact, forcefulness 
and perspecuity; keeping a position 
is an art. Getting positions is accom- 
plished by a large number of men 
and women, but the number of those 
who can keep positions is but small. 

When one starts to look for a posi- 
tien he must possess the qualities of 
cleanliness, clearness and perspicuity. 
So much depends upon the first impres- 
sion. Lax methods, unkempt hair, 
soiled fingers, a necktie awry and 
confused speech are some of the faulte 
that destroy the chances of an appli- 
cant. When a man who is conducting 
a successful business advertises for a 
janitor or a private secretary, he goes 
to his office and finds several dozen 
applicants awaiting him. He hears 
them, one by one, and notices that this 
young man has failed to polish his 
shoes, that that youlg woman talks 
with a discordant siang, that so-and- 
so is carrying the end of a cigarette 
tn his yellow, nicotined fingers, or that 
Miss This-and-That is cver-adorned 
with cheap jewelry. He finds that one 
young man is utterly incapable of ex- 
pressing himself clearly, and that an- 
other has a newspaper, with a chart of 
the horse races sticking from his poek- 
et. Each applicant is denied a chance 
because his outward appearance 
arouses suspicion; and the merchant, 
sick, disheartened and disgusted with 
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appearance show that you are a coal 
heaver. I do not mean that the sten- 
ographer shall be gay with cheap 
jewelry or redolent with the lingo of 
the typewriter, nor do I mean that the 
coal heaver shall be black, grimy and 
unwashed. But I do mean that you 
must aim straight at your point; that 
you must show, first of all, 
expression, by ready answers, by a 
polite, gentle, yet vigorous, manner, 
that you are ready to fill the place to 
the best of your ability. — 

Our country is full of old men who 
are still looking for positions because 
they have failed to master this impor- 
tant factor of application. Be positive 
that you can do the work you seek. 
Never take a place simply to have 
something to do, for you will enly 
waste your time, and, in a few years, 
you will be forced out of your position 
on the charge of incompetency. 


you approach a business man to apply 
for a position, do so in a manner that 
will make a pleasant impression on 
him; and, whether you apply for a po- 
sitfon as an office boy or cashier. let 
him know that you are going to work 
for his interests. Show him cléaa 
hands and clear eyes, and that you are 
ambitious and can prove your charac- 
ter. Do not make promises which you 
know you may not be able to carry 
out. Argue the point of salary as lit- 
tle as possible, unless you are asked 
to decept a starvation figure, and I do 
not believe that the American lives 
who does not consider the laborer 
worthy of his hire. Be firm in your 
convictions. Never whine or complain, 
Never tell why you did not succeed 
in your last place, uniess your new 
employer demands such an explana- 
tion; then make it briefly and tell the 
truth. 

Having secured your position, how 
shall you keep it? First, and always, 
by being absolutely and strictly hon- 
est, for honor and character are man’s 
greatest promoters. They stimulate 
energy and promote confidence. Who 
can deny the great power of energy 
and confidence? After an employer 
finds out he has an energetic clerk, in 
whom he can place absolute confidence, 
that clerk's future is a very promis-. 
ing one. 

Go to work with slow, steady, de- 
termined effort. Don't grab your pen 
or shovel as if you knew just what 
you are expected to do without ex- 
planation. Don't give your employer 
the impression that he has secured 
aman who is using his brains simply 
to figure out how far his weekly wage 
will go-—if it will pay only the rent 
and buy the food, or if it will go 
so far as to permit of two theater tick- 
ets and a new collar for the dog. Per- 
haps, you think your employer can- 
not detect such thoughts. He is, per- 
haps a keen man, probably has em-

Always remember that, next to hon- 
or, the quality that counts the most is 
personality. While many will tell you 
that personality is a gift just as surely 
as is the art of composing music, let 
me assure you that nothing else can 
be acquired as easily as personality, 
if one has the mind and the inclina- 
tion to acquire it. A bad temper, 
sour disposition—becoming cross 


word can just as easily be uttered, and 
letting anger have its sway—are faults 
that may be overcome if one earnest- 
ly and persistently tries to do so. They 
hinder the acquirement of a desirable 
personality, and so lessens one’s ad- 
vancement, and, more than all besides, 
they shorten life.

Your 
employer will never ask you to do more 
than is possible. Remember that an 
unfulfilled promise is as bad as a d@wn- 
right untruth.

Dress neatly and plainly, for an em- 
ployer marks a man as a fool who 
apparels himself with extravagance and 
giaring colors. Never try to win the 
favor of your employer by slandering 
your fellow-workers. Slander always 
sticks. Resolve slowly and act quick- 
ly. Remember, it is better to be alone 
than in bad company; that you cannot

tions many alien ideas have been in- 
troduced, old-world traditions regard- 
ing the relations of the people to the 
governing power, which seem to be 
undermining the cherished principle of 
democracy. These have become espe- 
cially dominant in the organization of 
labor unions, which have been mostiy 
formed and directed by workingmen 
of foreign. birth or extraction, who 
have not freed themselves from inher- 
ited traditions and prejudices, but look 
upon government as a power apart 
from the people, which must recog- 
nize different classes and conditions 
and bestow favor or protection ac- 
cording to various needs. Labor or- 
anization, as it has developed in the 
ederation of which Samuel! Gompers is 
the head, is a distinctly un-American 
institution, and is in conflict with the 
fundamental les of the govern- 
ment of the Unit States. 

“It is demanding that the law of 
conspiracy as it is framed for others 
shall not apply to men who work for 
wages if they organize and use their 
power to interfere with the right of 
others to work or to employ laber or 
carry on business. It is claiming im- 
munity for combinations of working- 
men to deprive others of liberty and 
property in the promotion of their 
own ends, when it would not al- 
lowed to any other kind of combina- 
tion, It is pleadi for special ex- 
emption from the law against com- 
binations in restraint of trade among 
the several States, however injurious 
that restraint may be to the business 
and the industries of the country, 
while that’ law shall continue to ap- 
ply to combinations of capital. The 
anti-trust law needs to be amended 
so as to distinguish between injurious 
restraint and that which may be ben- 
eficiail, but there should be no dis- 
tinction in the treatment of those who 
may vy the power of organized com- 
bination exercise the restraint. It is 
the wrong and the injury taat should 
be prevented without distinction 
among those who perpetrate it. These 
frame “leaders” of tabor demand that 
judicial process shal! discriminate be- 
tween one class of citizens or sub- 
jects of law and another and that or- 
raniere workingmen shall not be en- 
foined from acts which others are and 
should be forbidden to commit against 
the rights of person and property. A 

rotection intended for all alike must 

suspended when the attack comes

“There is nothing more hostile, to 
our institutions or more calculated to 
undermire and subvert them than a 
recognition in legislation, in adjudica- 
tion, or in the administration of law.

ufacturers or professional men, so far 
as the fundamental rights and immu- 
nities of citizenship are involved.

Any departure from 
this principle is inconsistent with the 
very theory of our government and 1+ 
menace to its integrity and perpetuity.” 


Unieniem and Violence. 

The tntensity of feeling that follows 
the development of unionism demoral- 
izes respect for the law and the com- 
mon privileges of other worki 
who may prefer to remain their own 
masters, or to be to rival organi- 
zations. Let a_ strike occur, and in 
ninety-nine cases out of 100 there will 
be violence precipitated by the union- 
ites, who had refused to work under 
the conditions imposed by their em- 
ployers. Recently at Phillipsburg, N. 
J., an electric car containing a num- 
bers of persons who had taken the 
places of strikers fn a silk mill was 
started down a hill by strikers pulling 
the trolley from the wire, and at the 
bottom of the incline the car was set 
on fire, and when firemen attempted to 
extinguish the flames, some one cut th> 
hose. and the car was consumed, while 
a number of the passengers narrowly 
escaped very serious injury. The strik- 
ers then scattered. 

At St. Louis, when organizers of the

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International Brotherhood of Team-' 
sters attempted to form a local union 
of their organization, they were set 
upon. by members of the United Team- 
asters of America, shots were fired, and 
bricks and rocks thrown, the organ- 
izers of the International Brotherhood 
being badly injured. 2 

At New Orleans a couple of weeks 
ago, forty or more shots were fired and 
one man was wounded in a street riot 
between members of rival teamsters 
unions. 

Unionism is anything but the gather- 
ing into a brotherhood of the compe- 
tent members of a craft, but Kt is 
proved by results to be an organiza- 
tion for rule or ruin.

Eight-Hour Law Unfair. 

The eight-hovr bill now pending in 
Congress, restricting the hours of labor 
on contract work for the government, 
is unanimously denounced by the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of New York. 
The subject came before the meeting in 
the form of a communication from 4 
member. According to the member, it 
will be absolutely impossible for con- 
tractors doing government work to 
comply with the requirements of the 
proposed law. ‘‘This law makes it im- 
possible,” says the letter, “to do any 
work for the government. The meas- 
ure is class legislation. It 
will cost the government anywhere 
from 25 to 6@ per cent. for a favored 
class of mechanics. Further than this, 
such a measure is clearly unconstitu- 
tional.” 

This is one of the demands union 
labor is making of Congress. Having 
secured eight hours as a day's employ- 
ment on government work, they propose 
that men doing government work un- 
der contract must maintain the same 
hours, regardless of the fact that such 
contract work may constitute only a 
small proportion of the work being 
done in such establishments. 

Why Railroads Reduce Help. 

Capital has handled the labor situa- 
tion adroitly in face of discouraging 
odds. Certain industries, notably cot- 
ton and woolen, have been able to re- 
adjust wages without bringing on 
strikes, but among workers where trade 
unionigem has run riot it has not yet 
been possible to induce employés to 
accept a remission of even part of last 
year's advances. However, the rail- 
roads and other large organizations 
are meeting the case in another way— 
they are economizing in their pay rolls 
By reducing numbers. By and by labor 
may become alive to the fact that it 
cannot wring from employers more 
money than business will stand. When 
this elementary truth is grasped, per- 
haps the workmen who are in and 
those who are out will both come to 
the conclusion that it were better to 
have a larger percentage share in the 
amount available for wages. Investors 
have already in many cases had their 
incomes reduced, and they have cer- 


market value: the truth is that almost 
every stock is today quoted in the 
market from 1 to 2 per cent. below the 
present dividend basis. Is labor alone, 
therefore, to be immune from the fruits 
of the panic? Indeed, if “prosperity 
wages” be enjoyed in times of depres- 
sion the laboring classes will actually 
be better off than before, inasmuch as 
the purennene value of the dollar will 
continue to increase as commodities 
fall in price. Perhaps labor, having 
been taught to regard privileges as its 
birthright (in a Presidential election 
year) will see nothing incongruous in 
this. A party that has the effrontery 
to claim exemption from the decrees 
of the supreme judicial tribunal of the 
land may be expected to indulge in 
other practices not conducive to the 
general welfare. Labor, the spoiled boy 
of the politicians, threatens to use the 
rod on its benefactors, and the sooner 
this arrogance is effectively corrected 
the better for the nation.

FORMER SENATOR BULLA ON THE 
ETHICS OF POLITICS. 


In Talk at City Club He Exposes 
Faliacies of Bosses and Would-be 
Reformers—Urges Importance of 
Affiliation With and Active Sup- 
pert of Political Organization. 


Former State Senator Robert N. 
Bulla, president of the Union League. 
oe delivered a stirring address before the 
City Club at its noon luncheon yester- 
day on “The Ethics of Politics.” 

Speaking from the point of view 
of the business man in politics, 
Mr. Bulla exposed a number of fal- 
lacies of both bosses and would-be re- 
formers. For years Mr. Bulla has 
waged a consistent warfare against 
bossism in California politics. Through 
the light of experience, he said that 
the English language is not adequate 
to express his contempt for a man 
who, after declaring his allegiance to 
a political party and participating in 
its caucuses, passes the word down 
the line to vote for the nominee of an- 
other party. 

Mr. Bulla said that every voter must 
determine in accordance with his own 
judgment whether he can do more for 
the best interests of the community 
by participati in a non-partisan 
movement than by working for the 
same objects with the party organiza- 
tion. But the president of the Union 
League has only contempt for the man 
who, after once placing his hand to 
the plow, turns back. 

Mr. Bulla spoke in part as follows: 

“I have no hesitation in saying that 
the supreme--the very highest duty— 
of good citizenship is to assist by all 
*thonorable efforts and means in the 
nomination and election of honest, up- 
a. competent men to @fficial posi- 
t 


“We can no more have good govern- 
‘iment administered by corrupt, evil- 


ord minded and incompetent officials than 


can the prince of evil discharge the 
duties of the angel of light. 

“I would far rather live under the 
worst form of government, conducted 
by able, high-minded men than under 
the most perfect system, directed by 
those who are incapable of or unwilling 
to perform the duties and functions de- 
volving upon them. 


tion of good men exists, there must 
be some avaliable means of accom- 
plishing such a result. 
“How can this pu be achieved? 
“In the firat place. it is the duty of 
ig every voter to connect himself with 
some political organization; not sim- 
ply to accept passively the platforms 
or principles of a political party, but 
4 iopenly to declare his adherence to that 
party which most enarly coincides 


and | with his individual views; and to give 


as liberally as be can of his time, his 
effort and his substance to the uphold- 
ing and the strengthening of the ob- 
jects and tenets of that party. 

“In certain branches of our govern- 
ment, notably in the administration of 
our municipal affairs, it is certainly 
desirable to disregard partisan affilia- 
tions along political lines. It can make 
but little difference whether the Mayor 
of a city be a protectionist or a free- 
trader, while it is of the utmost im- 
portance that he be an honest, level- 
headed man of sound morals and good 
executive ‘ability. 

“There never was a city, county or 
State disgraced with corrupt or incom- 
petent officials which could not throw | 
off the burden by combined effort of 
those who deplore and generally be- 
wail such conditions. Ang every indi- 
vidual, blessed with the privilege of 
‘ithe elective franchise, owes it as 4 
sacred and inviolable duty to himeelf, 
his family, his country and his God to 
Go what within him lies to prevent 
political fraud and corruption and to 
assist in the selection of honest and 
competent officials, and the everlasting 
destruction and annihilation of every 
apology for a man who sets himself 
up as a political dictator, either great 
or small. 

“It necessarily follows that it is the 
duty of good men not only to assist 
in the selection of proper ials, ‘but 
to become the candidates for office, and 
to use all honorable and upright means 
¥ ito accomplish their aspirations.”

There will be a new 
era for comedy-opera creators, and the 
glories of the past will be dimmed. for 
history invaribly shows progress.”

Temple pensively relit his cigar. “Of 
course—yes!"" His remark had an air 
of finality. “For no writers in our 
language ever equaled them as crea- 
tors of that type of theatrical amuse- 
ment. They were the kings, and we 
must all bow before them. They 
worked closely together, their words 
and music interlaced, as it were, and 
one carried out the import of the 
other. A lyric Wag built by their joint 
labors; @ song ran along to completion 
quite simultaneously in both minds. 
Their operas had consistent plots, but 
the plots were not so complicated that 
it taxed one’s mentality to follow them, 
and that was one of the great reasons 
for success in their day. Another was 
that one could merely listen to the 
beauties of music and dialogue, and 
catch the story quite unconsciously— 
so cleverly was it interwoven in the 
passing action. These two men worked 
for days over a lyric, and it was no 
uncommon thing for Gilbert to spend 
an entire night perfecting a six-word 
joke. He had the most perfect com- 
mand of the Englisch language, and his 
Plays upon words and other clever 
manipulations of sentences were as- 
tonishing. Every speech meant some- 
thing, every line ‘carried,’ and when 
the work was finished you had a 
mosaic in English and a perfect minia- 
ture in melody. 
“The Gilbert and Sullivan days were 
followed by a deterioration; the writ- 
ers of the following day were not so 
well educated, nor so naturally clever 
in words or happy in mirth. Besides, 
there is a good deal of originality, and 
there was a wholesomeness about those 
pioneers that did not descend to their 
followers, who, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, were to a certain extent imi- 
tators. 
“Another element enters here: the 
renaissance of variety, or vaudeville, 
as we commonly call it.” 
“But what has that to do with comic 
opera?” 
“Just this, that while in former days 
variety was looked upon as something 
not quite respectable, the same thing— 
rechristened ‘vaudeville’—assumed an 
importance in the public eye that it 
never had before. Suddenly vaudeville 
became a craze. Everyone wanted it; 
it bore the same relation to the play 
that the short story bears to the novel 
and naturally such music as had been 
fostered. and produced by the flood of 
light operas went with it. Tunes ac- 
companied every stunt, but the stunts 
were detached, and bore no real rela- 
tion to each other. 
“Then some wise chap thought of 
stringing a lot of them together, with 
music to accompany them, of a gen- 
erally similar class, and he tried out 
his idea. It made a great hit, and at 
once a new form of entertainment was 
born—the musical comedy. Musical! 
comedy in its best form is simply a 
string of varieties, with a musical set- 
ting. and enough of alleged plot to hold 
the individual bits together—and some- 
times not enough. Musical comedy re- 
quires no inventive ingenuity; It takes 
no great technical skill to construct; it 
is a makeshift, having no real place in 
any form of art. But a public which 
has been kindly undiscriminating, has 
accepted quantity—an unbelievable 
quantity—for quality, and the musical- 
comedy tinkers have made fortunes. 
“George Cohan, whose ability to take 
inordinate financial advantage of a 
ing whim for superficial flippancy 
do not disparage, is a shining exam- 
le of the melody-smith as he flour- 
shes today. Can any one ever dream 


of Cohan’s turning out a ‘Mikado’ or 


an ‘Iolanthe?’ The craze for triviali- 
ties has done much to discourage the 
real artist.” 
“But is the true comic opera spirit 
dead?” 

“Never!” Mr. Temple was emphatic 
and chewed his cigar-end fiercely. 
“We are already seeing signs of an 
awakening, for it only sleeps. Take 
‘Mile. Modiste,’ for instance; there is 
a real comic opera, and a very clever 
one, too. Henry Blossom wrote an ex- 
ceedingly fine book for that—almost 
Gilbertesque, it is. And Victor Her- 
bert. who is the best composer of 
lighter music in

you remember its success. That in- 
dicates very plainly to me that the 
day in which real comic opera holds 
the boards is fast returning, and the 
rising generation will perhaps fare bet- 
ter than the one that is passing. Opera 
advances, just as everything else.

He is a man thoroughly matured 
by the combined education of books 
and experience, he has a delicate) 
original sense of humor, and enou 
ef the true poet’s romance to write 
verse that appeals to heart and mind 
alike—and what is also very necessary, 
a keen discrimination in theatrical 
values. 

Mr. Pixley, I believe, has his best 
| work before him, and the Pixley and 
pe a duo is a very happy combina- 
tion which, if continued uninterrupt- 
edly, will probably make history. 

In the making of musical-play books 
many feel called, but few are chosen 
by public opinion. The difference be- 
tween a real and mistaken librettist 
may be seen by a comparison of Pix- 
ley and George Ade. Mr. Pixley pro- 
duces a work which. fs 
and finished, in every part of the play. 
His stage effects, his lyric effects, and 
his comedy, are all placed at their 
just rating. Mr. Ade, on the other 
hand, is merely funny. If you want 
just fun, follow Ade's footsteps, for he 
jturns out humor that is ludicrously ir- 
resisti¥ie: butif you desire an ic 
product, one which has some enduring 
value, turn to some creation of the 
other man. Mr. Ade has had more 
than the common meed of success. I 
am not disputing that, but I do believe 
that such things as he has given for 
musical settings have been hopelessly 

al.

Latest Work of Oliver Morosco and 
Dr. C. W. Bachmann Scheduled for 
Presentation About May 1—Novel 
Theme Treated by These Local 
Collaborators.

Ned Singleton, the leader of an ex- 
clusive social set, is abroad on a giqbe- 
trotting tour, leaving his affairs in the 
hands of his agents. The financial cri- 
sis comes just as he is about to return 
for America. Not being able to hear 
from his agents he leaves for home 
short handed, and is advanced money 
by an English lordling, who is sailing 
with him. On arriving, and before he 
can get his bearings, he is approached 
by a rich cattle man from Texas, who 
has doubled his millions in Wall street 
and now wants to enter New York's 


social whirl. 

The Texan, William Mason, has a 
daughter and a wife. The daughter is 
educated and refined, the wife, crude 
and uneducated. He has big ambitions 
for his daughter, aiming at an Earl or 
a Duke. The father has inside infor- 
mation that Ned is financially floored, 
and approaches him with the offer of 
a large sum of money to go as sponsor 
for himself and family in Ned's social 
set. 

Singleton repudiates the proposition 
and brands it as an insult. Mason 
shows him the folly of such a refusal 
in the face of poverty and tries to 
make Ned believe he cannot afford to 
turn down so g an opportunity. 
Still Ned is obdurate and orders Ma- 
son from the premises. Just as Ma- 
son’s daughter and Ned's family and 
friends enter, who do not yet know 
of his failure, the Englishman enters, 
and in a not too civil manner demands 
the money Ned owes him, denouncing 
Ned as having gotten money under 
false pretensions. Mason, seeing his 
chance to prevent a scene and at the 
game time make himself strong and 
cinch Ned for his own uses, steps in 
and asks the Englishman how much 
Ned owes him, telling him that Ned is 
his partner and he will defray any out- 
standing account of Singleton to the 
extent of half a million. Ned, not hav- 
ing the courage to acknowledge his 
bankruptcy, accepts the situation and 
is at Mason's mercy. 

One stipulation made by Mason is 
that Ned must not fall in love with 
the daughter, nor let her become 
enamoured of him. As Ned is already 
engaged to a girl of his own set there 
seems no likelihood of his caring for 
the Texas girl, so she and her family 
introduced.

could make an electric headlight for 
locomotives in accordance with cer- 
tain drawings which he produced. He 
Was answered in the affirmative, and 
in about three months the firat loco- 
motive electric headlight ever made 
was completed. 

It was then taken to the roof of the 
company’s works and tested. Although 
a crude affair, compared to subsequent 
lamps made by Mr. Pyle, the light it 
produced Was regarded as remarkable. 
Most of the experiments since have 

n to reduce the weight and to lessen 
the expense. This has been done. 
from 900 pounds to 350 pounds, and 
from $800 to $200 a plant. . 

The transition, however, was accom- 
plished by strenuous experimental 
work that staggered the stockholders 
of the company Mr. Fulton had or- 
ganized. Among these was the late 
Lewis Miller, father-in-law of Edison, 
and inventor of the Buckeye reaper. 
After nearly eight years of experi- 
menting, changing, and the expendi- 
ture of $70,000, all the stockholders 
dropped out except the inventor and 
Mr. Fulton. Those were dark days 
for the headlight, but the two men 
worked on until a new Indianapolis 
company could be formed. Mr. Ful- 
ton’s courage and enthusiasm marked 
him as the kind of man who makes 
the inventor a possibility. 

Electric headlights were placed on 
locomotives on such roads as the Pan- 
Handle, the Vandalia, the Michigan 
Central, the Burlington, the Erie and 
the C., H. and D., and on each of 
which lamps were tested. It was 
thought by Mr. Pyle that the lamp 
surely would stand the requisite strain, 
jar and vibration, but in no case in the 
eight years did a singiec . headlight 
equipment get over the road without 
showing a defect, either in engine, dy- 


type suitable for headlight work were 
made and tested, but none proved ade- 
quate. In the last year of these eight 
years of experimenting, Mr. Pyle rode 
more than 30,000 miles at night and 
nearly every mile on a locomotive. and 
in addition to this work of anxious 
watching and testing he would put in 
hours each day on new work and ex- 
periments. But at the expiration of a 
little more than three years the in-~- 
defatigable inventor was rewarded by 
completing an outfit that would do the 
work, and by seeing the first locomo- 
tive electric headlight go over the 
without a single flicker or trouble of 
any kind. 

To him and to Mr. Fulton, who had 
stood by him in these years of uncer- 
tuinties and failures, the actual fact 
that a locomotive had gone over the 
entire length of the old Indianapolis, 
Decatur and Western road, about 150 
miles, equipped with an electric head- 
light which had worked perfectly, 
seemed too good to believe. The loco- 
motive carrying this perfect electric 
headlight returned the following night 
from Decatur to Indianapolis, and the 
headlight worked as perfectly as on 
the night previously. From that time 
success was assured. 

The most impressive feature of the 
invention is, of course, the enormous 
power of the new plants compared to 
the old coal-oil lamps, and the gain 
in safety of night travel. : 

An extra good oil headlight will il- 
luminate the track three telegraph 
poles ahead of the engine, while the 
electric light shows plainly objects 
which are thirty-three telegraph poles 
from the light. Thirty-two telegraph 
poles are counted a railroad mile. The 
reflection of an electric light can be 
seen thirty-five miles ahead, and a 
newspaper can be read three miles 
away. 

The old oil light dves not show an 
obstruction until too late to stop, 
while with the electric the engineer 
can laugh in his sleeve at an obstruc- 
tion, and come to such a gradual stop

NEW YORK, April 11—A change of 
programme in the New York to Paris 
automobile race is likely to occur, ac- 
cording to advices received here. The 
American car, Which was far in\the 
lead, has found the snow fields of 
Alaska an impassable barrier to fur- 
ther progress in that direction, and is 
therefore returning from Valdez to 
Seattle. 

The French and Italian machines are 
on their way to Seattle by steamer, 
but they are bound up in the south, 
having reached San Francisco only a 
few days ago, hundreds of miles be- 
hind the American car. The possi- 
bility of such a change in plans was 
foreseen some time ago by the directors 
of the long race, when the cars were 
so greatly delayed by the exceptional 
weather conditions encountered in the 
United States. 

It was feared that the Alaskan Ter- 
ritory might be found impassable at 
the approach of warm weather, and 
two Weeks ago an agreement was made 
that in such an event, the leading cars 
would make the trip by an alternative 
route. This plan provides that the 
machines shall go as far as possible 
over the original route, and then sail 
from Seattle for Viadivostok, and then 
proceed by land across Siberia and 
Europe to their destination,

TO SUBSIDIZE MOTOR TRUCKS. 


German War Department Will Get 
Fund of Half-Million for Auto 
Transport Corps. 

The French army officers were among 
the first to become interested in the 
possibilities of employing motor-driven 
vehicles as army transport wagons, 
and the head of the French War De- 
partment has shown great interest in 
the heavy vehicle trials in this country 
for several years past. Last summer 
the French War Department bought 
a number of the cars that made the 
best showings in the heavy vehicle 
events, and it will do so again after 
the contests have been concluded this 


year. 

Now it is Germany that is going in 
for the utilization of heavy motor ve- 
hicles for the use of its army and the 
Budget Commission has decided to re- 
port favorably on a bill to authorize 
a fund of about $500,000 to provide for 
the organization of an automobile 
transport corps for the army. It is 
not planned to use all of the money 
in buying vehicles outright, but rather 
to create a reserve force of these heavy 
vehicles that will be at the call of the 
army in time of need. The idea is to 
make arrangements for the reserva- 
tion for the army of the heavy vehi- 
cles used by express companies, whole-

The plan includes 
a subsidy arrangement, under which 
manufacturers and owners of such me- 
chines would keep them in readiness 
to be used In emergencies by the gov- 
ernment and to have the vehicles used 
during the regular army maneuvers, 
after which the owners would again 
assume control of them.

From Our Own Correspondent. 


NTEBBE.—Take a seat with me on the mud 
veranda of the mud hotel at Entebbe and look out 
over Lake Victoria, while I tel] you something of 


this Uganda protectorate which the British have re- 


cently added to their share of the white man’s burden. 
You had better keep your hats on. There are lizards 
and scorpions in the thatched roof overhead, and some 
may fall down upon us as we talk. I advise you, also, 
to tie your shoes tight and by no means to rest your 
bare feet on the floor. It is true it is plastered with 
cow dung, and that ought to keep out the ants and the 
jiggers. The latter insects, however, have a way of 
crawling in under one’s toe nails and laying little sacks 
of eggs in the skin, which, if they hatch, may cause us 


_the loss of our toes. I have had ten jiggers taken out 


of my feet since I came into Uganda, and, now, Epifras, 
my native servant, goes over my toes every morning. 

Do you see that black band moving across the path 
down there in front? It is made up of ants which will

great meat basket of England. 


The land is one of great forests as well as of rich 
plains covered with grass. It is a land of rubber, and 
it has vast resources in fibers which may be used for 
the making of paper, rope and cloth. I have already 
spoken of the bark blankets which are used by a million 
or more of the natives as dresses; but I have said noth- 
ing of the raphia fiber which is brought here to Entebbe 
for shipment to England, where it brings as high as $150 
a ton. This country can raise hemp as good as that 
produced in the Philippines, and China grass and sisal 
are said to thrive equally well. 

The Uganda protectorate is rich in minerals, Hema- 
tite ore is found almost everywhere, copper has been dis- 
covered in the central province and gold is sali to ex- 
ist in some places. There are also deposits of white 
china clay of great value in certain localities, and the 
natives themselves make pottery from it.

-seven Years Ago. 


First BATTLE OF THE CIVIL 
WaAR RECALLED. 


‘By a Special Contributor. 


ORTY-SEVEN years ago today the first gun, the 
F prelude to the great war drama, the curtain of 

which fell four years afterward on the dead bodies 
of over a million of the actors and a loss of dillions of 
dollars. | 

The echo of the last stroke of four from the historic 
chimes of St. Michael's had scarcely died away, when 
a group of soldiers gathered around a mortar in Fort 
Johnson, Charleston Harbor, and waited, watch in hand, 
for the moment when the signal should sound the tocsin 
of civil war and the deathknell of eighty years of peace. 
A half-hour later, obedient to the orders from Gen. 
Beauregard, followed a flash of light, the thunder of a 
gun, and an eleven-inch shell traced its pathway toward 
Fort Sumter with a long, thin line of fire. Another 
quickly succeeded, and the chorus of battle began. The 
first of these shells was fired by Capt. George S. James, 
the second by Lieut. Hampton Gibbes. - 


No pen, tongue, or canvas can accurately portray the 
scenes of that April morning in the city of Charleston, 
when its inhabitants were startled from their slumbers 
by the first guns. Lights flashed, as if by magic, from 
the windows of every house, and in the twinkling of an 
eye an agitated mass of people was rushing toward the 
waterfronts of the city. Grave citizens, usually distin- 


ing while they ran and madly shouting hurrahs. There 
were men without coats, women without hats, and chil- 
dren in their night gowns, all hastening to the same 
points of view. | 


The fashionable promenade known as “The Battery” 
presented a conglomeration of persons in dishabille, who, 
at any other time would not have thought of violating 
the social conventionalities of attire. And there, with 
pale faces and eyes sharpened by the strange fascination 
of the scene, the multitude remained hour after hour, 
peeping into the darkness and watching the progress of 
the fight by the flashing of the guns. 7 

In a few minutes all the batteries that environed Fort 
Sumter had opened fire, or to use the words of Gen. 
Ripley, the commanding officer on one of the islands, 
“rung their breakfast bell for Maj. Anderson,” but it was 
two hours before the latter responded to the call. 


Hardly, however, had objects of the low coast become 
well defined among the shadows of the morning, when, 
as if wrathful from enforced delay, there suddenly 
poured from the parapet and casements of Fort Sumter 
a storm of iron hail. The murmur instantly ran through 
the city: “Fort Sumter has opened fire.” The battle 
now raged with fury, and the flery messengers Trom both 
sides followed one another with spiteful haste. Short, 
sharp spurts of flame told of bursting shells in and 
around the beleaguered fortress over which floated the 
only flag of the Stars and Stripes to be found on the soil 
of South Carolina, while splashes of spray or clouds of 
crumbled brick marked the ugly force of round shot. 
striking its face. 


Dispatches were received hourly by Beauregard, the 
commander-in-chief, and communicated to the people by 
bulletins. At first the proud Carolinians were inclined 
to rebel at the authority of a strange commander, but 
there was something in the well-defined physiognomy, 
the dark eye, firm lip and massive chin of the great Cre- 
ole that told of hidden power and inspired confidence, 
and it was not long before the hero of Contreras and 
Churubusco was enthroned in the hearts of the people. 


A curious blending of humanity was to be observed 
among those who manned the Confederate fortifications. 
In their shirt sleeves, with heads bare and features 
smoke-begrimed, working heavy guns, were the gentle- 
men whom you met only a few days before at the 
Charleston Club, elegant types of wealth and leisure.

The second day was ushered in clear and bright, and 
the air was laden with the perfume of early spring flow- 
ers. The flags of both of the combatants were flying 
with stately defiance, and as the first sunbeams touched 
their folds, the thundering intonations of the heavy ar- 
tillery told the listening multitude of the renewed strife. 


The men of the garrison of Fort Sumter were on their 
last rations. Their breakfast that morning consisted of 
porh and rice, the last of the rice being served at that 


From Fort Moultrie Gen. Ripley was throwing hot 
shot, and about eight a tall, steadily-ascending column of 
smoke was observable on the southern portion of Sum- 
ter. First, it was thin and pale, but every moment it 
grew darker until, shooting out from the base of the 
black pillar, great yellow tongues of flames could be 
seen lapping the tops of the barracks and officers’ quar- 
ters. The first impression was that Maj. Anderson was 
signaling the fleet, consisting of eight war vessels and 
1380 men, which had been sent to the rescue, but had 
remained idly at anchor and made no sign of help. 


At 10 o’clock the fire reached a magazine of shells and 
grenades, and a terrific explosion ensued that caused 
many a heart to stand still, for the men in that be- 
leaguered and burning fort had many friends in. Charles- 
ton who were watching it with the keenest interest. 
When the explosion occurred, a young girl who was pres- 
ent with a party of her schoolmates was seen to throw 
her arms wildly in the air and exclaim: 


ent batteries around him, as if determined to show to 
the world that he “died game.” At every flash from the 
muzzies of his guns the Confederates would send up 
cheer on cheer for the gallant defender of the fort. 

Three times the flag was lowered as a signal of dis- 
tress to the Federal fleet in the offing, but no response 
followed, and it was left to Beauregard to tender the 
merciless assistance for which a call had 
Capt. Stephen D. Lee, Col. W. Porcer Miles 
A. Pryor#were dispatched upon this errand. , 

At 1 o’clock a shot from Sullivan’s Island severed the 
flagstaff and brought down the Stars and Stripes. They 
were replaced, however, in about fifteen minutes by Pri- 
vate Hart of New York under circumstances of great 
daring. 

At the reappearance of the flag, the boat with the 
aides of Beauregard who had been sent to offer assis- 
tance turned back, but meanwhile ex-Senator Wigfall of 
Texas, a voluntary aid of Beauregard, accompanied by 
Private Courdin, of the Palmetto Guard, pushed off from 
Morris Island in a small boat, and, showing a white 
handkerchief on the point of his sword, proceeded. to 
Fort Sumter. Being conducted to Maj. Anderson he 
complimented that officer on his gallant defence, and 
stated that to continue the«conflict under the @rcum- 
stances would be to unnecessarily risk the lives of the 
men under his command without commensurase results. 
Col. Wigfall said that the troops would cease firing as 
soon as the flag was lowered, and he offered the terms 


said Maj. Anderson, “I must surrender; I have no other 
resource; we are all in flames, and my men will shortly 
suffocate.” Accordingly, at 5 minutes past 1, on the 13th 
of April, the Stars and Stripes were lowered, firing 
ceased, and Fort Sumter virtually passed into the pos- 
session of the southern Confederacy. The appearance of 
the fort defies description; at every turn the eye rested 
upon ruin. Fort Moultrie also bore evidence of the care- 
ful attention paid to it by the Federal artillerists. Not- 
withstanding all this excha of iron compliments, not 
a single life was lost. The @vacuation of Fort Sumter 
took place about noon Sunday, the 14th, and the garrison 
took its departure on the steamship Isabel. Dressed in 
full uniform and wearing their sidearms, the soldiers 
marched out to the tune of “Yankee Doodle.” 

As the steamer moved off, cheer after cheer rent the 
air. Strict churchmen forgot their afternoon services 
and shouted with the noisiest of the worldlings; old men 
and maidens, young men and children, hurrahed until 
hoarse; people shook hands who had never before ex- 
changed civilities, and fine wines that had been kept for 
ages were drunk at clubs and dinners. 

So ended the first and only bloodless battle of the 
great Civil War.

AT ARMY POSTS.

HEN the commander-in-chief of the American 
army and navy issued orders requiring every 

officer to take léng horseback rides at stated in- 
tervals, to prove said officer’s fitness for active service, 

it was not intended to confine the athletic tests to the 
men who wear the shoulder straps. The private soldier, 
also, must prove his readiness to undertake the most 
strenuous physical work at a moment’s notice, and, for 
the purpose of determining just what athletic standards 
can be maintained in the army, “field days” are now held 
four times a year at all the army posts. 


These days of athletic trials of skill and endurance 
have demonstrated that the regular army contains many 
exceptionally brilliant athletes. Some astonishing indi- 
vidual records are made in running, jumping, hurdle 
racing, pole vaulting, and other events that are com- 
mon to the field days in which civilians participate. In

One of the army field days begins early in the morn- 
ing, soon after reveille has sounded, and the chances 
are it will not be over until it is nearly time for taps. 

, Everything is done in a spirit of utmost fairness, though 
the rivalry between companies and battalions is most 
keen. The field judges, announcer, statistical officer, 
starter, timekeepers, inspectors, etc., are all chosen from 
the various officers of each regiment. Some idea of the 
military celerity and precision with which the events 
are carried through can be gleaned from the fact that in 
the last field day at Fort Logan, Colo., where the Twen- 
ty-first Infantry is stationed, there were twenty-two 
events on the programme, yet the last one was finished 
before sundown. Not.a decision was questioned, though 
for weeks there had been burning rivalry between the 
contesting companies and battalions, and nearly every 


can participate, is the equipment race. In this race the 
contestants must form in ‘ine, severa: feet apart, and 
march about five or ten yards, where the line is halted 
and each man is ordered to take off a leggin. The 
leggin is left on the ground and again the line is marched 
forward to another halting place. where another leggin 
is dropped.

A man who gains a few sec- 
onds lacing a leggin may lose it in putting on some other 
part of his equipment, and so the race is generally very 
close. The race at Fort Logan was won by Private

ABOUT THE NAVY.

much interest is felt.in many of the operations 
which take place on ship board, many of which are 
but hazily understood by landsmen. 

One of the absolutely necessary things which a ship- 
master must know is his position at sea; when, too, you 
come to think that he must determine it to within a 
quarter of a mile or less, you will conclude that it is a 
very important part of his duty, for upon this depends 
the safety of the ship and cargo and the lives of the 
crew and passengers. 

Doubtless one of the most certainly marked spots in 
the world is that of the Solar Observatory on Mt: Wil- 
son. Its position has been determined to within six 
inches of its location on the face of the globe. When 
you stop and think just what that means you begin to 
realize that it took mathematical knowledge of the very 
highest order to arrive at such a conclusion. Another 
fine piece of work of this character is.a little monument 
which marks the exact center of the State of California. 
It is located in an alley in Fresno.. A shipmaster does 
not usually do as fine work as either of those, but it is 
sufficiently close to be a matter of marvel to landsmen. 

A part of the operation of finding out is that one called 
“heaving the log.” It is done with a length of rope, a 
triangular piece of board and a half-minute sand glass. 
A nautical mile or knot is 6076 feet, a half-minute glass 
would run out in the one hundred and twentieth of an 
hour. It follows if the rope is marked into spaces of the 
one hundred and twentieth of a nautical mile each space 
will be 50 feet and 8 inches. In the operation the log 
ship is weighted along one of its angles just sufficient to 
cause it to float upright in the water. It is then attached 
to the rope and thrown over the side; it sinks a little 
way and immediately the log line runs off the reel just 
as fast as the ship is traveling: exactly at the same in- 
stant that the log ship is heaved over the half-minute 
glass is turned, and when the half-minute has run out, 
the reel is stopped and the spaces on the line are counted 
—and so many knots an hour the ship is sailing. This is 
usually done every two hours, but when near the land it 
is sometimes taken every half-hour. Taken in connec- 
tion with the directions sailed as shown by the com- 
pass it affords a very fair method of determining the po- 
sition of a ship at sea. 

We are accustomed to think that the compass always 
points true north; as a matter. of fact, it rarely does; so 
far is it from pointing north that any shipmaster who 
would depend on his compass, as it reads, would never 
reach his desired haven. Every ship is provided with at 
least one compass which is known as the “standard com- 
pass.”” It will be sure to be in error, but that error is 
certainly known, and this error is always carefully taken 
into account in the sailing directions. 

On the big ships of the fleet not only must the errors 
caused by the magnetic currents of the earth be known 
and accounted for, but the local errors caused by such 
ponderous masses of steel and iron of which the ship 
and battery are composed must be very carefully deter- 
mined and the ship sailed accordingly. — 

Another method of determining the position of a ship 
is the one commonly called “shooting the sun,” which is 
done with a sextant, a chronometer and a table of loga- 
rithms; plain enough to the initiated, but hard to ex-

There is a code of ship signaling known as the In- 
ternational Code, a set of which flags is also on each 
ship of the navy. It is a code which has been adopted 
by all maritime powers for the use of merchant ships, 
and by it shipmasters who cannot speak a word of each 
other’s language can communicate intelligently with 
each other. Of course the naval code of each power is 
a profound secret. The book containing it is bound with 
heavy leaden covers, and in case of wreck or loss of the 
ship in am action it is the imperative duty of some re- 


sponsible person to see that this book is thrown over- — 


board to sink in the sea. So, do not ask any one to tell 
you what the signals mean, for not a single one of them 
will be divulged. All the boys on the ships and the cox- 
swains of all boats are instructed in the system of “wig- 
wagging.” 

We are all familiar with that stirring song, “Hold the 
Fort.” That song had its inspiration in a “wigwag” 
message sent to a sorely beleagured commander by one 
who was coming to his relief? a message sent in 
plain sight of the attacking forces, but not un- 
derstood, for it was sent in cipher. The answer 
to that message is no part of the song and is not often 
made public. When deciphered, it literally said: “I am 
short three fingers and part of an ear, but I will hold this 
fort till hell freezes over.” 


You will believe that the seamen of the fleet care some- 
thing for music when you learn that before they started _ 
out from Norfolk they bought twenty-six mechanical — 
pianos for sixteen battleships. There is always more or 
less musical talent on our ships, and nearly every big 
one carries a brass band—‘“wind jammers,” the sailors 
call the musicians. It is the function of these bands to 
produce music at meal times, balls and public events on 
board of which music forms a part. These bands are al- 
ways of a superior order of excellence, and in a most 
pleasant manner help to relieve the monotony of life on 
board. They always assist at divine service, and I can 


assure you that nowhere is there to be heard better 


congregational singing than by the crew of a big man- 
of-war. 

Amid the howling of the gate, tne crash of ships 
doomed to destruction and the thunders of the surf that 
bore to death and total loss so many ships and brave 
seamen in Apia Harbor, above all that fury arose the 
music of the Trenton’s band as it saluted the Stars and 
Stripes. That music, as its strains were wafted to the 
people on shore, told of a courage that defied even the 
elements, and of men who would go to their death if .ec- 
essary, marching to the music of their national anthem, 
vanquished but not conquered. 

One thing more, don’t forget when you first set fcot 
on the deck of a man-of-war to immediately face aft 
toward the ensign and raise your hat for just a moment. 
It is a form of etiquette which is the proper thing to do, 
a salute to the flag of your country; and it will be appre- 
ciated by the officers and seamen of the crew. 

Naval etiquette is the most punctilious and exacting in 
the world, and is in no sense burdensome or frivolous. 
In polite society generally, these matters are liberally 
arranged, but on shipboard they are rigidly arranged 
and scrupulously carried out to the letter. In the British 
navy that punctiliousness reaches even to the position of 
the buttons on the coat sleeves of the midshipmen. At 
first they were sewed on the cuff up and down with the 
length of the sleeve: one day Lord Nelson saw one of 
his midshipmen wipe his nose on the sleeve of his coat, 
and he immediately ordered the buttons to be sewed on 
around the cuff, so they would at least get their noses 
scratched if they tried to commit so indelicate an act— 
and all the power of the British aristocracy has never 
been able to alter that order from that day to this.

CHAPTER V. | 
ABSORPTION OF KOREA BY JAPAN. 


WO weeks after the landing of the Japanese troops 

in Korea, the power of the Mikado had been made 

supreme. Not the slightest attention had been paid 
to the neutrality proclaimed by Korea, and it was con- 
sidered a good time to place on record some of the re- 
sults, and the Japanese were not slow in coming to the 
point and letting the Koreans know how matters stood. 
The dollowing protocol was concluded with the Korean 
government, that is, the Japanese say that it was con- 
cluded with the Korean government, but any one who 
studies the facts soon learns how little the Korean gov- 
ernment had to do with the matter. In fact, the very 
life of the Emperor and all his ministers depended on 
their doing as they were told, and signing such papers 
as were presented to them: 

“Hayashi Gonsuke, Envoy and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of His Majesty, the Emperor of Japan, 
the Major-General Yi-chi-yong, Minister of State for For- 
eign Affairs ad interim of His Majesty, the Emperor of 
Korea, being, respectfully, duly empowered for the pur- 
pose, have agreed upon the following articles: 


“Article I. For the purpose of maintaining a perma- 
nent and unalterable friendship between Japan and Ko- 
rea, and of firmly establishing peace in the East, tie 
imperial government of Korea shall place full confidence 
in the imperial government of Japan, and adopt the ad- 
vice of the latter regarding improvements in adminis- 
tration. 

“Art. Il. The imperial government of Japan shall, in 
a spirit of firm friendship, insure the safety and repuse 
of the imperial house of Korea. 

“Art. Ill. The imperial government of Japan firmly 
guarantees the independence and territorial integrity of 
the Korean empire. 

“Art. IV. In case the welfare of the imperial house of 
Korea, or the territorial integrity of Korea is endan- 
gered by the aggression of a third power, or internal 
disturbances, the imperial government of Japan shall 
immediately take such necessary measures as circum- 

_ stances require, and in such case the imperial govern- 
ment of Korea shall give full facilities to promote the 
action of the imperial Japanese government. 

“The imperial government of Japan may, for the at- 
tainment of the above-mentioned object, occupy, when 
circumstances require it, such places as may be neces- 
sary from the strategic point of view. 

“Art. V. The government of the two countries shall 
not, In the future, without mutual consent, conclude with 
a third power such an arrangement as may be contrary 
to the principles of the present protocol. 

“Art. VI. Details in connection with the present pro- 
tocol shall be arranged as the circumstances may require 
between the representatives of Japan and the Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs of Korea.” 

Thus did Japan make her first step in the subjugation 
of Korea, and surely a long step in attaining her object 
it was. What a history-making document it is, and one 
that should have drawn the indignant attention of every 
power in the world, war or no war. It is almost impos- 
sible to believe that this destruction, absolutely and 
completely, of a sovereign power should have made not 
a ripple on the surface of world politics. The most re- 
markable feature in it is that it shows how Japan was 
playing with the powers and contradicts even itself in

Japan in regard to the administration of her govern- 
ment. Article IV gives Japan authority to interfere with 
armed forces, when she (Japan) so desires; it also gives 
Japan the power to occupy any part of Korea when she 
wishes to do so. Article V refers to the “government” of 
the two countries, as though they were one and the 
same, also it prevents Korea from appealing to any other 
power for aid. Yet, for no other purpose, evidently, than 
to play a joke on the powers, the threadbare and long- 
defunct Article III is inserted, saying: “The Japanese 
government firmly guarantees the independence and ter- 
ritorial integrity of the Korean empire.” Stuff and non- 
sense! The Japanese also reassure the old Emperor by 
promising, in Article II, to let him live, although divested 
of all his tail feathers, it being understood, of course, 
that he must behave himself, and do as he is told.

Article Ill shows the real power of the Japanese and 
the contempt they have dor the foreign opinien, and in- 
terests, except when it can be made profitable to them. 
By this article Japan assumes the regulation of all for- 
eigners’ business operations in Korea. It says that all 
contracts and franchises must be approved by the Japa- 
nese government. 

How western nations could stand quietly by and see 
the interests of their citizens thus turned over to Japan 
is beyond understanding. Japan has since translated 
this clause to be ex post facto in its power, and to per- 
mit them to step in between foreigners and the Korean 
government in all business enterprises, and in a number 
of cases franchises given before the landing of the 
Japanese troops have been canceled by them. As Amer- 
ican interests are greater than those of any other nation 
in Korea, America is sure in time to suffer the most, 
and the American government ought to be doing some 
thinking regarding this situation. So far our govern- 
ment has done nothing, and Americans are wondering 
where they stand. It now looks as though all the Amer- 
ican interests would pass into the hands of the Japa- 
nese: the railroad, American-built and long operated, 
has been sold to them, and I understand they are negoti- 
ating for the purchase of the street railway system of 
Seoul, but are not willing to offer a proper price. The 
Japanese doubtless will find ways to freeze us out in 
time. 

New enterprises will find it most difficult to obtain 
franchises in the future. The operations in Korea and 
Manchuria show the Japanese policy includes the devel- 
opment of the resources of the territory occupied, and 
that the various Japanese companies interested in this 
work are closely connected with the government. Ev- 
ery company employé is a collector of news, in other 
words, a spy for his government; every government em- 
ployé renders every assistance to the companies; free 
transportation, remission of duties, and unlimited protec- 
tion and codéperation of the police and other officials, 
give the Japanese companies a handicap hard to over- 
come. If a foreign company desires a franchise, its full 
plans must be filed with the Japanese government in 
Tokio; here the Japanese will have access to the papers, 
and if the prospect looks promising, the franchise will 
not go to the applicants, but a Japanese company will 
promptly carry out the idea. 

It would seem that Japan had now secured everything 
that she could ask for from a prostrate and helpless gov- 
ernment, but lo and behold! in November, 1905, Marquis 
Ito appeared in Seou] with the final document to date. 
This is known as the “Suzerainty Protocol,” and reads 
as follows: 

“The governments of Japan and Korea, desiring to 
strengthen the principal of solidarity which unites the 
two empires, have with that object in view agreed upon 
and concluded the following stipulations to serve until 
the moment. arrives when it is recognized that Korea 
has attained national strength. 

“Article I. The government of Japan, through the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs in Tokio, will hereafter have 
contro! and direction of the external relations and affairs 
of Korea, and the diplomatic and consular representa- 
tives of Japan will have the charge of the subjects and 
interests of Korea in foreign countries. 

“Art. Il. The government of Japan undertakes to see

deeds no less heroic than the one here detailed. 


After the Hudson's Bay territory was purchased by 
the Dominion government it became necessary to pre- 
pare for the protection of those who might form settle- 
ments there. Accordingly, the British Parliament in 
1873 gave the Canadian government authority to organ- 
ize a force to be called the Northwest Mounted Police, 
who were to act for the better preservation of the law 
and order in the northwestern territories, the number 
of men being limited to 300.

There were but two horses at the Ben- 
nett station, and as Moore was unable to walk, and 
Kitty refused to walk, and walking for a mounted police 
was a thing unheard of, nothing was left but to put 
the dance-hall girl and the scurvy sufferer on the same 
animal. 


Moore was hoisted and let down astride the saddle, 
after which the girl was put up on a bunch of blankets 
just astern of him, with orders to hold tight to the belt 
of his mackinaw coat. Kitty obeyed instructions to 
the letter, and when she was jolted off at the first down- 
hill canter she held so tightly to Moore's belt that the 
old man was dragged off after her into the snow.

QUAINT AND CLEVER SAYINGS OF 
THE BLACK MEN. :

|: occurred once to a West Indian editor to collect the 


proverbs in use throughout the islands. It would 

provide material for a good “Sunday story,” he 
thought, and he wrote letters to his friends asking for 
lists of such as had come under their observation. He 
also published a notice to the effect that a prize would 
be given to the reader who sent in the longest list of 
authentic proverbs. Then he forgot the matter, but in 
a few days he found piled up on his desk a vast number 
of letters addressed to the “Proverb Editor.” The ex- 
piration of two weeks found him with two drawers 
packed to their utmost capacity, and he published a sec- 
ond notice announcing that the competition was closed, 
no letters received after noon the following day would 
receive attention, and so forth. He had intended going 
over the proverbs personally, but as he contemplated the 
pile of indifferently written manuscript his courage 
failed him. He called.a “sub” and to him of the paste 
pot and scissors he said: 

“Go through this stuff and make a list of all the 
proverbs submitted. To the sender of the longest list 
award a prize, and out of the whole affair work up a 
special.” 

It took the unhappy “sub” two days to do it, and the 


‘ result was a winning list of 215 and a complete collec- 


tion of 1500 sayings, each one of which was current 
/ among the English-speaking negroes of the British West 


Indies. 
' This may seem like exaggeration, but it is far from 


being so. There is no other race on the face of the 
earth among whom the proverb is more used in every- 
day conversation. If the mantle of the men of old who 
compiled the Proverbs of the Bible has fallen on any 
modern, it must certainly be upon one of the wise old 
graybeards of the Antilles who sit in the sun smoking 
their eterna] bamboo pipes, ready to philosophize upon 
any subject and clinch each point in the argument with 
a localism that is wonderfully apt. There is sound phil- 
| osophy, mind you, in most of their sayings, and often 
an originality that is surprising. In illustration let us 
, take the following: 


“Sometimes high-standin’ collar stands above empty 
belly.” 

This is a sarcastic admission by the more wise among 
| the negroes of one of the weaknesses of their race. The 
| Children of Ham will cheerfully deprive themselves of 
_ proper food in order to save money for the purchase of 
finery. Arrayed in the glory of their “high-standin’ 
collar,” they do not much care whether they are hungry. 

Another sense in which the saying is used is that a. 
smart exterior often hides a breaking heart. 


“Rock-stone at river bottom no feel sun-hot.” 
This is a very popular proverb, and indicates the re- 


_sentment of the negro against the idleness of the leisured 


classes. The “rock-stone” is, of course, the fine gentle- 


| man who takes life easy and knows none of the diffi- 


culties of the struggle for existence. He is down in the 
cool depths of the river on which the sun may shine, but 
may not penetrate and disturb his comfort. 

“Dressa fali down, mauger dog laugh.” 

In Jamaica the name ‘“dressa” is applied toa kitchen 
or pantry table on which dishes are kept.’ “Mauger,” of 


Rarely has a human being been in a more painful pre- 


course, stands for meager, or in this case hungry. The 
dog in search of a dinner is glad enough if the dressa is 
so obliging as to fall down and place one within his 


| reach. That he has no right to it will not trouble his 
_head for a moment, any more than the starving man 
will hesitate to seize upon a loaf of bread to satisfy his 


hunger, if he can do so without being caught. The in- 
ference may not be a strictly moral one, but it has much 
truth in it. Such opportunities generally excite the 
“laugh” of joy and notbing else. 


“When cockroach makes dance him no ask fowl.” 
Inviting the enemy into the camp is generally recog- 


pized as being worse than foolish, and this is what the 
| proverb quoted above is intended to point out. 
| “Bull’s horn never too heavy for him own head.” 


This is a rather curious proverb, and means that our 
OWn possessions never seem to us to be out of propor- 
tion, however much we may criticise the belongings of 
our friends. The horns of the bull are also regarded in 
this case in the light of ornaments. It speaks well for 
the negro’s powers of observation that he has discov- 
ered that the sense of vanity of most people prevents 
them from realizing when their fine feathers are ridicu- 
lous. | 

“Follow fashion made monkey cut him tail.” 

There is much shrewd sense underlying the comical 
simile employed in this proverb. There are many peo- 
ple who are such slaves to fashion that they do not care 
how ridiculous they are making themselves, so long as 
they are considered up-to-date and like those whom 
they thus tacitly admit to be their superiors. In other 
words, if a social leader does anything new there are 
hundreds of toadies:who will eagerly follow him and not 
care to what extremes they go if he has already gone 
before them. But there comes an hour of repentanee 
when the monkey discovers that he has cut off his tall 
to imitate man and cannot replace it. 

“Trouble catch bulldog, monkey breeches fit him.”

FLOWERS AS LOVERS. 


THEIx WILES USED TO ATTRACT INSECTS TO 
DIisTRIBUTE THEIR POLLEN. 


[London Daily Mirror:] The tulip as 2 coy lover, 
and the wild arum as deceiver and murderer, were 
among some highly interesting examples of little-known 
phases of plant and flower life described by Prof. Bot- 
tomley, M.A., at the Botanic Gardens, yesterday after- 
noon. 


Prof. Bottomley, who is professor of botany at King’s 
College, entitled his lecture “Various marriage customs 
of plant life.” | 7 


He explained how flowers entice insects into their 
service in order to get married and so propagate their 
species. 

Most flowers are dependent for their fertilization upon 
insects, and so the plants develop in such a way as to 
attract the custom of members of the insect world. 


The first means of attracting insects, said Prof. Bot- 
tomley, was a very human one, and consisted of provid- 
ing free drinks. Every flower has secreted somewhere 
about it a large or small store of honey to which the 
insect, be it midge or butterfly, is attracted. 


But, as an additional attraction, flowers develop a 
beautiful scent, or a fascinating appearance, so as to at- 
tract the insects’ attention.

It is also interesting to notice that those plants which 
attract moths, which are night-flying insects, are nearly 
always white, and highly scented. _ 


The pollen of a plant is most jealously guarded, that 
is why many flowers close their petals on dull days, the 
idea being to keep the pollen from rain. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable in crocuses. 


Not only insects, but birds, snails, and the wind help 
the plant world to make love. The pollen grains of the 
pine tree which are spread by the wind have tiny bal- 
loons attached to them. 


The lecturer concluded with a description of the wild 
arum, which was described as a really wicked plant, 
committing even murder in its lovemaking. 


The wild arum secretes a honey that intoxicates in-. 
sects, and, not content with this demoralization, it de- 
velops berries which attract birds. 

But these berries also prove poisonous to birds, and 80 
a bird, having eaten of the berry, dies promptly, falls 
to the earth, and decays. 

The decaying flesh forms the best possible manure 
for the growth of the arum seed remaining undigested 


in the bird’s carcass. .

PECULIARITIES THAT HAVE MADE 
NUMEROUS EDITIONS FAMOUS. 


From New York Sun. 


HE Breeches Bible seems to be the best known, at 
least by name, of all the famous editions of the 
great book. Plenty of well-read persons are 


the Rosin Bible, the Vinegar Bible, the Wicked Bible. 

They look intelligent at the mention of the Breeches 
Bible, but if it came right down to verse and chapter it 
is doubtful if one in a hundred of them could repeat the 
lines which give the version its name. 


: The common impression is that there are very, very 
: few copies of the Bible containing the breeches reading, 
| 


and the uninformed person is sometimes puzzled to find 
two copies, of different ownership and not at all alike 
in general appearance, loudly proclaimed as “the famous 
Breeches Bible, you know.” | 


{ As a matter of fact there were scores of editions 

j printed which contained the breeches reading. And 

| while three centuries have weeded out the larger share 
of this output there still exist copies of various shapes, 
sizes and sources. 


‘ Taking up the Breeches Bible first is to put it ahead 
‘ of earlier and far rarer versions. The place to begin a 
history of English Bibles is with Tyndale’s New Testa- 
ment, one of the:rarest books in our language. Only 
two copies are known to exist. One is at St. Paul's in 
London, and one at the Baptist College at Bristol, Eng- 
land. 
Neither of these copies is complete. The one at St. 
Paul’s is very imperfect and the one at Bristol lacks the 
title. The volume is an octavo and was printed at 
Worms, probably in 1526. It was the first printed edi- 
af tion of the New Testament in English. 
2 Another rare book is a copy of the same translation 
' (Tyndale’s,) printed at Antwerp in 1534. This one is 
adorned with numerous woodcuts, chiefly in the Book 
i of Revelation, which contains twenty-two startling pic- 
tures. 
} : Of course the greatest English Bible, in its historical 
‘ significance, is what is known as the Coverdale Bible. 
The discovery of a perfect copy of the Coverdale Bible 
would stir all Christendom. It is said that there is only 
one perfect copy of the original edition as it came from 


; of the Earl of Jersey. 
. This fact alone would make the book a prize to be 
\ coveted by collectors. But add to this the fact that 
Coverdale’s Bible was the first one printed in the Eng- 
lish language and it is not to be wondered at that a copy 
i of it commands the reverence of many and the respect 
of all. 
; It was printed at Antwerp in 1535 by Jacob van Mete- 
x ren, who was probably employed by Coverdale to edit 
; the work and to see it through the press. He afterward 
if sold the edition to James Nicholson of Southwark, an 
F English printer and publisher. The latter seems to 
} have had it on his hands for some time, for we find 
4% different copies with the front leaves changed so as 
; to allow a new dedication to fit a change in sovereign. 
4 Nicholson finally worked off the original edition, and 
iz the demand must have picked up somewhat, for in 1557 
43 he printed two more editions, one a folio and the other 
: a quarto. The original edition is a folio. : 
Next came the Matthews Bible, published in London 
7 in 1537, though it is said by some authorities to have 
' been printed in Antwerp by thé enterprising Van Mete- 
ren and sold by him to the London publishers. It was 
3 _ edited by John Rogers, the first martyr under Queen 
p? ' Mary. Rogers simply assumed the name of Thomas 
Matthews, so that his version is called after a myth. 
Taverner’s Bible also appeared in 1539, printed at Lon- 
don “in Fletestrete at the sygne of the sonne by John 
Byddell for Thomas Barthlet.” This version is seldom 

The Great Bible, also known as Cranmer’s Bible, ap- 
peared in 1539, published in London. During 1539 and 
‘the two succeeding years no less than seven distinct edi- 
tions were printed. They were much alike. Perfect 
copies are quite rare. Most of the copies known are 
made up from others by taking missing portions and as- 
sembling them. 

In 1540 a second edition of the Great Bible was 
printed, being the first to contain Cranmer’s preface. 
Its price was fixed by law at 10 shillings unbound. 
| Public copies were sometimes attached to pillars in 
churches and accompanied with a copy of the King’s in- 
junction that they be read “with Discretion, Honest In- 
tent, Charity and Quiet Behavior.” This was the first 
edition of the Bible that contained the words “appointed 
to be used of the churches.” 

The edition commonly known as the Bug Bible was 
the Mathews version printed at London in 1551 by Nico- 
las Hyll for Robert Toy and others. It is inscribed: 
“Imprinted at the cost and charges of certayne honest 
men of the occupacyon, whose names be upon their 

bokes.”’ 

It takes its name from the reading of Psalms, xci:5, 
“So that thou shalt not nede to be afraid for any bugges 
by. nighte, nor for the arrow that flieth by day.” Our 
present version reads: “Thou shalt not be afraid of 
the terror by night.” . 

The reading “bugges” is common to the versions of 
Coverdale, Matthews and Taverner, all of which might 
just as well be called Bug Bibles. The Great Bible, the 
Genevan and the Bishops’ have ‘“‘terrour.” 

The Breeches Bible is really better described as the 
Geneva version. It was the work of English religious 
exiles at Geneva during the reign of Queen Mary. They 
first revised and printed the New Testament in 1557. It

Another notable feature of this 1557 Testament was 
that in it, for the first time, the text was divided into 
verses and italics were used to indicate the introduction 
of words not found in the original tongue. | 
Although this was the first Geneva version pf the New 
Testament, it is not the one commonly referred to by 
that title. The latter was the one of 1560, of which 
issue only a single copy is known to exist. That is in 
the possession of the Archbishop of Canterbury. : 
The first edition of the Geneva Bible was published in 
1560, and is called the Breeches Bible because of the 
reading of Genesis iii:7, “Then the eyes of them both 


} were opened and they knew that they were naked, and 


they sewed fig-tree leaves together and made them- 
selves breeches.” 

Although this Bible was never sanctioned by royal 
authority—it was dedicated to Queen Elizabeth—nor by 
Parliament, or even by convocation, for public use in 


» churches, it was nevertheless widely used in them and 


was the favorite version with many of the clergy. As 
for the people themselves, they liked it better than any 
previous version, or indeed than any succeeding one un- 
til the King James version finally, though slowly, sup- 
planted it. 


During the fifty years between the appearance of the 


Breeches Bible—the Geneva version—and fhe King 
James version in 1611 several famous editions appeared. 
In one of these printed at Geneva in 1561-62 there is a 
typographical error which gives a peculiar reading to 
Matthew v:9, “Blessed are the placemakers, for they 


shall be called the children of God.” 


The Bishops’ Bible, sometimes called the Treacle 
Bible, was printed in 1568. It got the latter name be- 
cause in it Jeremiah viii:22, read as follows: “Is there 
no tryacle in Gilead?” instead of “balm,” as in the pres- 
ent version. 

It was called the Bishops’ Bibic because Matthew Par- 
ker, Archbishop of Canterbury, with .ne assistance of 
eight bishops, revised the Great Bible and produced this 
version. It is also called the Leda Bible because one of 
a series of capital letters, designed after Ovid, was used 
by the printer, Richard Jugge, in this as well as in 
other books he printed. 

The Douai or Rosin Bible is of especial significance 
because it was the first Roman Catholic version of the 
scriptures printed in English. The translation was 
made about the year 1580 by some English exiles at 
Douai to combat the various Protestant versions, but it 
was not printed until 1609 “at the signe of the holie 
Lambe” in Douai. 

The college for the education of British Roman Catho- 
lics, where the translation was made, still exists in the 
old walled French town. The version was deuicated “to 
the right well beloved English Reader.” [t was called 
the Rosin Bible because it contained the word “rosin” in 
place of “tryacle” or “balm.” ae 

The King James version, printed in 1611, was the 
parent of hundreds of subsequent editions. That being 
the case, it is rather peculiar that there were two sepa- 
rate issues of it in the same year, and that these two 
issues are named by Henry Stevens, a well-known col- 
lector and authority, the Great He Bible and the Great 
She Bible. 

In the former Ruth iii:15, reads, “He measured six 
measures of barley and laid it on her; and he went into 
the city.” 
These were evidently deposited in two different printing- 
houses as copy, for subsequent editions go in pairs. There 
were scores of other differences between the two, and the 
descendants of the He Bible preserve its mistakes, while 
the descendants of the She Bible inherit its peculiarities. 

The Wicked Bible, also named by Mr. Stevens, was 
printed in London in 1631 by Robert Barker. It gets its 
name because the very important word “not” was omit- 
ted from the seventh commandment. In spite of the 
fact that Printer Barker declared that the omission was 
only a typographical error Laud fined the unhappy gen- 
tleman £300, with which money he is said to have 
bought a font of Greek type for Oxford. 

The edition, of course, was suppressed, so that copies 
of it are extremely rare. Only four are known. One is 
in the Lenox Library, one in the British Museum, one at 
the Bodleian at Oxford, and one at Glasgow. 

Strangely enough, there is a copy in the famous library 
at Wolfenbuttel of a German edition printed just a year 
later than the suppressed English one, and containing 
the same extraordinary error. There are a dozen other 
mistakes on the same sifeet, but none which makes so 
vital a change in the reading. 

Mr. Stevens tells another Bible story which would 
have appealed to the unhappy Barker. It refers to Cot- 
ton Mather, who was made by a blundering typographer 
to exclaim in a Bible printed in 1702: “Printers have 
persecuted me without cause.”’ The real reading being 
(Psalm cxix:161,) “Princes have persecuted me without 
cause.” 

In 1638 a folio Bible was printed at Cambridge that 
is probably the finest ever published there. Yet it con- 
tains plenty of errors, among them the famous one 
which is said to have cost Cromwell a bribe of £1000. 
It is in Acts vi:3, “Whom ye may appoint,” instead of 


“whom we,” which would seem to clear Cromwell. 


The Thumb Bible was printed in 1670 in “Aberdene” 


by John Forbes. It is about one inch square by half 


an inch thick. 

Next come the Loyal Bible and the Republican Bible. 
These were a polyglot edition printed at London by 
Thomas Roycroft in 1657. By Cromwell's permission 
the paper was imported free of duty and in recogni(ivn 
honorable mention was made of him in the preface.

LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 


A BETTER APPRECIATION OF IT Is MAN- 
IFESTING ITSELF. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


T is only in the past few years that a general inter- 

est has been shown in landscape gardening in Amer- 

ica, and California is only beginning to show a little 
appreciation of the art. The central section of our 
State has numbers of good examples; we of the south 
have comparatively few. Of late (the last two or three 
years) a decidedly better taste is manifest, though more 
in evidence in suburban and rural districts than in the 
city proper. As the country becomes older and more 
thickly séttled we are to witness the establishment of 
rural homes and estates of sufficient area to call atten- 
tion to all that is best in landscape gardening if we are 
given examples worthy of study and emulation. 


We have sufficiently advanced to know that the >eauty 
and attractiveness of a home lies not alone in the house, 
but primarily in the surroundings. If the latter has not 
been skillfully treated, a home it can never be in the 
full sense of the work, no matter how much wealth may 
be lavished upon the interior. The house needs a fit- 
ting and harmonious setting, a framework of suitable 
trees, shrubs, plants and vines properly placed to make 
an artistic finish for the whole. Time has been when 
all the available funds were spent upon the house. No 
expense was spared to procure the best possible house 
design, while the laying out and planting of the grounds 
were left to the coachman-gardener or some handy 
laborer who remained to clean up the builder's débris. 
We are pleased to note that these practices are every 
year becoming fewer in number and that the landscape 
designer is receiving proper though belated recognition 
throughout Southern California. 


Madame Alfred Carriere. 
Among the old-fashioned roses of climbing habit and 


delicate tint none are more deserving of retention in 
the list than Madam Alfred Carriere. It is one of the 
hybrid noisettes and often produces fine roses of white, 
though more often tinted with blush or nearly as often 
with yellow, and sometimes both tints are in evidence, 
giving a creamy white rose tinged with blush. While 
never counted by nurserymen a strong seller. there has 
been a good sale of this rose during the past score of 
years and with many it is a prime favorite. 


Acacias as Economics. 


According to a government report one. thousand acres 
planted in black wattle (acacia decurrens) should yield 
$150,000 worth of tan bark at the end of ten years. Ac- 
cording to a recent estimate, there are upward of 4500 
acres of black-wattle plantations in New Zealand 


= and upward of 60,000 acres in Natal. In new 
et Zealand there is no good market for the wood, 
# and no attempt is made to utilize it. “com- 
e + mercially. In Natal the wood is commercially more 


valuable than the bark, being largely utilized in timber- 
ing mines, a purpose for which its strength and durabil- 
ity make it exceptionally valuable. Some of the New 
Zealand plantations have reported net profits of $80 per 
acre from the tan bark alone, placing sales of wood at 
nominal value over against the interest on the invest- 
ment and taxes. Some of the South African wattle plan- 
tations have yielded as high as $500 per acre, gross re- 
‘turns, from the sale of tan bark and wood but in this 
case the timber value averages 59 cents per tree. In 
Hawaii a black-wattle forest can be carried through | 
from planting to maturity at an age of ten years at a 
cost of from $60 to $80 per acre, figuring the wood as a 
waste product. With careful management the higher 
figure should include the cost of harvesting and market- 
ing the crop. |

italian Gardening. 


We have many in Southern California who seek to fol- 
= low the Italian style of gardening without even consid- 
ering the fundamentals, dealing with incidentals alone 


and with none of these very pronounced or effective. 
Italian gardening is the most costly of all styles, and no 


; one in Southern California has yet spent a sufficient sum 
Bag on the gardening art to make even a fair beginning on a 
strictly classical Italian garden. The scheme should em- 
brace extensive and pronounced terracing; elaborate 
decorations of architecture and sculpture and gorgeous 
water effects with fountains, basins, cascades, etc. Our 
so-called Italian gardens are mere child’s play. 


Interpretation of Nature. 


If those who seek to design their own gardens would 
rely less on what their neighbors have done and more 
upon observation of natural effects, we would at once 
note a higher standard of garden building. When prob- 
lems perplex we should rely upon nature to help us in 
the solution. It is in this line that the sufficiency of

the landscape student shows clear in the landscape 
builder, for he will succeed only in so far as he is able 
to reproduce fundamentals as suggested by nature. 

All desirable effects, both fundamental and incidental, 
may easily be found in nature, and in Southern Califore 


nia at no great distance for nearly everywhere we have 
a much broken and variable topography. Shrub-flanked 
lawns, tree groups, shrub masses, rockeries, ponds, 
water-falls and all sorts of garden effects are within 
easy reach of the landscape student. If you wifh a fern- 
ery, remember that this class of plants require, for per- 
fect .development, special aspect, soil and treatment. 
Visit nearby cafions and let nature reveal to you the 
special requirements of the fern, and you will return 
home with the knowledge that they require shade, moist- 
ure, leaf mold, and perfect drainage. Thus may you 
learn valuable and never-to-be-forgotten lessons in fern 
culture, and all garden knowledge may largely accrue | 
through the same charming line of instruction. Back 
to the wilds and close to the soil for all that is worthy 
of reproduction. 


Temporary Screens. 


Where unsightly objects or views are in evidence from 
the garden they must be blotted out by proper planting. 
In order to effect this, however, it is not necessary to 
plant eucalypts or other unsuitable vegetation simply 
because of its rapidity of growth. Use the plants you 
desire, placing them in their proper positions and after 
put up a temporary screen by growing some rank vines. 
There are many vines that will more quickly and effec- 
tually hide the undesirable objects than any tree 
growths. Morning glories, climbing peas and beans, and ©

Do 
not depend forever on porch or awning for summer 
shade; allow time, care and early provision to rear you 
some shade linked to nature; do not live amidst wholly 
artificial surroundings.

FERTILITY OF EGGS. 

Tur PROBLEM AS TO WHAT PER CENT. 
WILL HATCH, 

EPORTS come in here and there that eggs are low 

on fertility this year; in other cases buyers com- 

plain that they are being “done up;” that when $3 
to $5 is paid for a sitting of eggs, fertility must go 
nearly100 per cent. These people are usually among 
those who “count their chickens before they are 
hatched.” As a matter of fact, the buyer of eggs for 
hatching is buying hen fruit purely for that purpose, 
and not live chicks—hence he is taking chances and in 
the transaction assumes the risks. Experienced breed- 
ers fully understand this and usually accept the results 
without complaint; the novice and beginner, however, 
is quite apt to think otherwise. 

To secure a hatch of 60 per cent. is really good; even 

_ less is not necessarily bad, especially if the stock is 
high-grade. Indeed, it often happens that a $5 setting 
of eggs hatches a $25 specimen. In that case the buyer 
has certainly received good value for his money. It 
seldom happens that an entire sitting proves abortive; 
then what is a fair and equitable basis? 

Naturally, responsible breeders take every precau- 
tion to secure fertility, and stand ready on reasonable 
proof to “make good” to the buyer. Among many this 

3 takes form in a sort of provisional agreement, namely, '

and all perfectly clear eggs to be taken out and re-.

will at once be replaced. This is certainly liberal to 
both parties. | 

Beyond this, however, there are other considerations 
governing the equities in the transaction. Eggs bought 
at a distance are quite sure to suffer in transit; hence 
the buyer should make some allowance on a probable 
hatch; improper handling, neglect on the part of the 
buyer's sitting hens or in the operation of the incuba- 
tor; accidents of one kind or another, are all factors to 
be considered. In the writer's experiences the two .ex- 
tremes have been met: with thirteen eggs coming from 
Kansas he hatched eleven Silver Gray Dorking cocks 
and one hen; in another case of Black Breasted Red 
Game bantams of twenty-six eggs from New York Staite 
he got just one hen. In both cases there was no com- 
plaint. The one hen won first prize as a pullet and hen, 
and then sold for $10. | 

No man knows what nature will do. One 9%5-point 
specimen is worth thirteen culls. This being so, why 
not accept the results (whatever they may be) and call 
the trade closed when the money goes forth for a sit- 
ting of pure-bred eggs to a reputable breeder of stand- 
ard poultry? 
A Voice from Arizona. 


Frank Bascom, Morenci, Ariz., writes: “I have read 
with much interest the article in last Sunday’s Times, 
in regard to the care of incubation chickens. As I am 
expecting to go into the chicken business on a fairly 
large scale in about six weeks, and having but a sparse 
knowledge as to the proper and best and most sanitary 
means of bringing up the chicks. I am writing you to 
ask if you will not be good enough to give me a little 
information? 

“I note that you say ‘It is a losing love labor to con- 
coct soft foods for feeding the soft downy chicks,’ and 
that you recommend smal] seeds. What kind or kinds 
of seeds do you recommend. and where could | procure 
same to best advantage from here? You also say: ‘The 
most perfect specimens of the egg layers should not be 
forced to egg production during December, January and 
February, if we want them in the breeding stock. Now 
I will soon be in the market for a few bundred eggs for 
hatching—White and Brown Leghorns and Black Mi- 
norcas, which breeds [ understand are the best layers. 
Where is a good place I can procure same? Also, in 
what way can you force hens to lay? 


‘suffer some loss. 


“My idea is to have at least 1000 chicks in about a year 
or fourteen months after starting, hatching them in lots 
of about twenty-five each, two or three days apart. Of 
course, I desire to learn all I can with regard to the 
matter, and I would be glad if you would tell me where 
I can procure literature bearing on the subject, which 
will enable me to successfully start and develop a good 
chicken ranch. 


“While I am overstepping the bounds of custom in 
this seeking your aid, I do so because your articles ap- 
peal to me to the degree that I think you have a greater 
and better knowledge of the chicks and the proper ways 
of bringing them up, than any one else of whom I 
know.” 

Of late years there has been a general tendency to dis- 
card the “wet” foods and give wider prominence to the 
“dry.” In a state of nature mash foods are unknown, 
and the hen being anything but a water fowl or wading 
bird, it is reasonable to assume that seeds, green stuff 
and insect (animal) foods constitute the ration of 
chicks. To go into all the details of chick feeding is 
almost impossible in a _ single article. They should, 
however, not be fed anything until twenty-four hours 
old. For the first meal hard-boiled eggs chopped fine, 
shell and al), mixed with three times its volume of stale 
bread or cracker crumbs is excellent. Some breeders 


. continue this for a week, though in our own case we be- 
| gin to feed a chick food within a couple of days, taper- 


ing off on the egg ration as rapidly as possible—say 


at the expiration of five or six days. Millet. seed, finely 
-eracked corn and wheat, pinhead oatmeal afid broken 


rice may be scattered in the litter—it will pay to screen 
the ration in order to remove the meal and larger pieces. 
A good mixture is {wo parts wheat, two parts pinhead 
oatmeal, one part rice and one part millet seed. An- 
other is ten pounds cracked wheat, four pounds cracked 
corn, two pounds millet seed, two pounds cracked hulled 
oats, and one pound fine beef scraps. In view of the 
fact that preferred chick and poultry foods are now a 
regular feature of the market, we question the economy 
in breeders mixing their own feeds, unless they have 


access to local markets affording the necessary grains 
at a low price. 


Indeed, in California the larger breed- 
ers now buy the prepared article, finding that they can- 
not obtain the raw materials and grind and mix them 
any cheaper. In addition to the above, be sure that your 
birds have access to grit and plenty of pure water. 
Specifically, hens cannot be “forced” (made) to lay 
eggs at the command of their owners. Their develop- 
ment, however, can be accelerated by extra care and 


| special feeding. The perfect Specimens of a flock of 
_youngsters—those possessing the laying type and pug- 


nacity should be allowed to become fully developed and 
mature before placed in the breeding pen and subjected 
to reproductive functions. Chickens, like other live 


stock, will not reproduce the best of their kind if al- 


lowed to breed before fully developed. For this reason 
we prefer to hatch eggs from mature hens rather than 
pullets, even though the latter be fine specimens of their 


kind. 


Our correspondent is quite within the limits when he 


selects White and Brown Leghorns and Black Minorcas 


for egg-laying requirements. But why three varieties 
when any one would answer his purpose? It is always 
more economical to handle a large number of fowls of 
one bréed, than it is the same number of three or four. 
When it comes to dividing the sexes, segregating the 
surplus males, and isolating ailing specimens, it requires 
a less number of-yards and detail work, if the flock 
is composed of a single breed. Consult the liner and 


display advertisements of The Times and you will be 


placed in touch with a number of people who handle 
the aboye breeds. In writing, be specific to mention 
just what you want, and the date of delivery. 

If you contemplate going into the egg business, a 
thousand head is scarcely enough to make the venture 
“a business enterprise,” as at least one-half of them 
will be males, and in spite of every precaution, you will 
But why hatch in lots of twenty-five? 
That is surely prolonging your operations and conducive 
of much extra work. Why not fill two 220-egg incuba- 
tors and “go to it” at once? In this way you bring up 
a batch of youngsters subject to the same care and feed- 
ing: while in your way, the labor will be repeating itself 
over a long period of time, thus making it irksome. 

Touching literature calculated to be of assistance to 
you, we suggest “The Chick Book,” J. H. Robinson’s

An Expedient Against High-Fliers.

confines of the pen. 
the wood brace hokling the wire at the top, and finds a 
single wire taking her across the breast will not let her 
alight on the wood, she will have to fall back into the 
yard, and will not try many times, finding it useless. A 
hen flying up six feet wants to land somewhere before 
going over. A high flyer may get wise and fly clean 
over, but it is unusual; if she does. an additional wire 
six inches above the first one will probably regulate con- 
ditions desired; if one has to stretch several wires, one 
above the other, it is cheaper than wiring the top of 
the pen. and better than cutting the wings. 


White Diarrhoea in Young Chicks. 


This trouble has been one well calculated to tax the 
ingenuity of breeders in finding the cause and a remedy. 
For the most part people have imagined it due to cold 
aad exposure; others that improper feeding was réspon- 
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Care of the Sire. 
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the right proportion. Little chicks should have aoth- 
ing else but fresh water and lettuce. Soft sloppy foods 
induce bowel complaint, and the hard-boiled egg our 
grandmothers used to feed, in this country induces con- 
stipation, and should be avoided. The chick feed is the 
right food. If a little chick gets a little constipated, give 
it a drop of table oil, not castor oil, and rub oi] over the 
closed vent to soften it. 


The Mental Attitude. if 


Not long since the writer happened in on one of our 
larger poultry farms just at feeding time in the evening. 
On entering.the yards he heard a word that will rhyme 
nicely with lamb, and a “shoo” with the usual gesticu- 
lation of arms which put the birds to flight in all direc- 


| tions. Finally, when the flock commenced to pick up 


the grain, it was noticed that al) of them were in an 
excitable and nervous condition. Every time their 
owner moved or spoke, a wave of dread and fear over- 
came the flock, with the result that there wads a waste 
of nervous energy that must be inimical to both egg 
production and a plump carcass. This at once showed 
a mental attitude toward the hen that almost stands for 
failure. Indeed, the dividing line between a pleasurable 
duty and an onerous one is after all merely a matter of 
mind. If your business does not afford you pleasure in 
its exploitation, get out of it, or you will “go broke” at 
it at the wind-up. 

The attitude toward the birds should be one of pleas- 
ure and a zealous care for their welfare. It must be one 
of love and likeness for the bird—to study its needs and 
requirements and meet them in a spirit of joy. It is 
only under such conditions that the highest results are 
possible with a flock of standard-bred poultry. Closely 
allied to this one must have continuity of purpose—per- 
sistence and a healthy courage. And by courage we do 
not mean the kind that is allied to martial music, but 
that greater courage that plods on mastering difficulties 
until the good of success is attained. That exaltation of 
spirit that-is keenly and sensitively alive to the fact 


that perfection is only for the gods, hence we can always. 


console ourselves that no matter how good our product 
may be, it is always possible to make it still better. 

With the present low price for hen fruit some breed- 
ers seem to think the business is in “hard lines,” but 
that of itself shows a mental attitude at once suggestive 
of weak courage which foreboded careless and ultimate 
failure. | 

A little hard thinking will often make a seemingly dif- 
ficult problem work out quite successfully. What is 
your mental attitude toward your flock? One of pleas- 
ure or one of indifference? If the latter get out of the 
business and give the other fellow a chance.

MorE THAN TEN THOUSAND 
DENTS OF ALL AGES. 8

T may not occur to many visitors that Calro is a 
| vatversit town. Such, however, it is, and as such 

it is known and regarded with respect all over the 
kingdoms and principalities of Islam. Millions of Mos- 
lems who have never heard of the Khedive are inter- 
ested in Cairo, not because it is a great and wealthy city, 
the capital of Egypt, but because it is the seat of the 
University of El-Azhar. For that establishment is the 
chief seminary of the whole Mohammedan world, the 
gathering ground for all those who would make them- 
selves proficient in the learning of Islam, the training- 
school for the priests and doctors of the Faith. 


In the mere number of its students and its professors, 
writes Sidney Low in the London Standard, it surpasses 


, all academies and colleges, not merely of the East but 


of the west also. Oxford and Cambridge, Berlin, Har- 
vard, are small compared to it. There are over 10,000 
boys and men, of all ages from 12 to 60, receiving in- 
struction at El-Azhar, and the teachers, the sheiks, ule- 
mas and tutors are counted by hundreds. Like the Eu- 
ropean universities in the Middle Ages, its constituency 
is cosmopolitan rather than national; it draws its pu- 
pils from every part of the three continents in which or- 
thodox Mussulmans dwell. 


Even as students used to come from Scandinavia and 
Sicily to Paris and Géttingen, so they now flock to El- 
Azhar from all the lands of the Prophet. There are 
Syrians, Moors, Algerians, Turks, Tunisians, Bosnians 
from the Adriatic, and Mongols from near the Pacific, 
Afghans, Punjabis, Abyssinians and Somalis, blue-eyed 
Circassians and ebon-hued negroes. It is a microcosm 
of Mohammedanism; a museum of those various popula- 
tions, white, brown, yellow and black, who make up the 
200,000,000 of the children of Islam. There is no place 
like it anywhere, and nothing in Cairo so well worth 

I waited outside in the mud of the squalid lane while 
the guardians of the gate inspected the letter of intro- 
duction I had brought with me from the Sheik Ahmed 
El-Aghary, the head of the Wakfs bureau, a learned doc- 
tor in Moslemism and likewise an enlightened adminis- 
trator‘who knows and admires the ways of the English. 
My credentials being found sufficient, I was invited to 
put felt slippers over my boots, and thereupon conducted 
through the maze of vast courts and great corridors. 
The place is confusing owing to its size and the mass of 
humanity which crowds every inch of the enormous floor 


space. | 

It is like knocking off the top of an ant hill and look- 
ing down upon the myriads of black insects that swarm 
about the galleries. Men and boys were in heaps and 
knots and circles all over the ground. After passing 
through the outer quadrangles you come upon the 
Liwan, or great hall of lectures. It is an immense cov- 
ered shed with a long roof, supported by a forest of col-

make your way between. two of the groups. 


Here and there the professor has a wooden chair 
a table, but as a rule teachers and pupils are alike sit- 
ting of squatting on the ground, with their robes gath- 
ered under their bare feet and their shoes laid out in 


fairly clean, but not all the students are; some are even 
filthy and ragged, and a reek of promiscuous humanity 
fills the air. The din, too, is bewildering, for all the 
teachers are talking to their classes at the same time, 
and half the classes are repeating or reciting something, 
or droning verses from the Koran or the service books, 
bending their bodies up and down in unison with the 
monotonous cadence. 


The black-bearded sheiks put a good deal of energy 
into their work, shouting, expostulating, and explaining 
vigorously, but their efforts did not always meet with 
much response. According to the rules no pupils are 
admitted below the age of 16, but this regulation is not 
strictly observed, for many ef the students were mere 
children. These boys were alert and interested, and 
when there was a class mainly composed of them the 
drone rose into a shrill chorus and the bodies were 
ewung up and down like those of a racing eight. 

The elder students were of all ages and conditions; 
some quite gray and old; some intelligent young Syri- 
ans and Egyptians with clear-cut, good features; some 
wild Arabs from Yemen; some mere grinning savages 
from Somaliland and the Upper Nile. Some too were 
evidently taking in the words of the teacher with atten- 
tion, while others lolled about half-asleep, listless and 
stupid perhaps from hunger; for many of these learners 
are in the lowest depths of poverty. No fees are paid 
by the students, the whole expenses of the establish- 


out of the Administration des Wakfs, a sort of Egyptian 
ecclesiastical commission which disposés of the vast 
revenues belonging to the mosques and religious and 
charitable foundations. 7 

A considerable proportion of the students are in the 
position of the sizars and poor scholars in our own med- 
ieval universities; they not only obtain their education 
free of charge, but they also receive a daily allowance 
of food and a small stipend. About a thousand are 
lodged and boarded in El-Azhar itself; others find quar- 
ters in some of the neighboring mosques. Many are 
married and live with their wives and children somehow 
and somewhere in the purlieus of the native city. Once 
the student is admitted te El-Azhar he stays practically 
as long as he pleases. 

Some do stay half a lifetime dawdling over the sacred 
texts, droning over their lessons day after day, hanging 
about the Liwan long after they have lost any interest 
they ever had in learning and any real desire to emer 
the priesthood, simply because they have cut themselves 
adrift from the active worid and do not know where to 
turn for food and shelter and companionship if they 
were to leave the great swarming caravanserai. 

On the upper floors are the cubicles in which the 
college students live. They are bare little oblong apart- 
ments, scantily furnished (but one does not have much 


,furniture in the east,) water-tight and whitewashed and 


kept in fair order by the university servants. Some of 
the inmates are ragged, dirty and churlish; others 
clean and courteous. In one room I found four intelli- 
gent and polite Syrians, with whom, by the aid of my 
guide, an English-speaking young clerk of the Wakfs 
office, I entered into conversation. One of the four was 
a middle-aged man, who had been for ten years at El- 
Azhar. 

The ful) course lasts twelve years, and those who 
aspire, so to speak, to a degree in honors, may stay two 
or three years longer or more. This Syrian seemed to 
think that his ambition to become a really learned doc- 
tor in Islam would hardly be satisfied until he had spent 
at least fifteen years at the university. His companions 
were, by his standard, almost freshmen, youths of two 
or three-and-twenty in second or third years, and they 
regarded their senior with fitting respect. 

None of the four belonged to the class of poor stu- 
dents. They had good clothes and comfortable rugs 
and coverlets to their angariebs, and they showed me, 
behind the doors of a glass-fronted bookcase, quite a 
respectable little library of Mohammedan theological 
literature, the gem of the collection being a volume set- 
ting forth in intricate detail the genealogies of the de- 
scendants and collaterals of the prophet for several 
centuries. 

One of the four was a young man of means, who 
owned a silver handled cane and perambulated Cairo in 
a tarbush and an overcoat. He evidently belonged to 
the smart set of the university, and had, indeed, as he 
explained, only been sent there by his father in order 
that he might return to his native village with a reputa- 
tion for general culture and polish. The others intended 
to become ulemas and seemed to be sedulous and even 
enthusiastic students.

A Mild Rebuke. 3 

N a recent letter published by the California Fruit 
| crower the president of a pear-blight remedy takes 

me to task in a very gentlemanly way for speaking 
without information regarding the efficacy of the Vaca- 
ville application. I have no ulterior motive in advising 
conservativism in medicating the roots of plants to de- 
stroy disease in the branches. The president of this 
remedy company complains that I have never visited 
orchards treated by the new process, and he says the 
pathological departments of the State and of the United 
States have kept shy of an investigation likewise. My 
opinion upon the value of the Vacaville remedy is not 
important, and was given from analogy, and from hav- 
ing lost a valuable pear orchard from this fell disease 
in the Bast. Because 1 am an official of the State, 
charged with executive duties, any declaration | may 
have made on this subject will not impress the pear 
growers very forcibly, and I admit that I could not tell 
if the remedy were doing what is claimed for it were I 
to visit the treated orchards a hundred times. And I 


doubt if our experts could pass upon its efficacy without 
a long and patient investigation. 


In speaking of walnut-blight, a disease of the same 
class as pear-blight, Prof. Smith recently said: ‘The 
idea of obtaining any treatment which will be a remedy 
for the blight has been given up, and progressive grow- 
ers are turning their attention to solving the question 
otherwise.” Prof. Waite writes to the remedy people: 
“If you can demonstrate under experimental! conditions, 
by which other factors are kept out or subordinated, 
that your remedy will cure or prevent pear blight, we 
shall be only too glad to have you do it and we shall 
be pleased to follow up and take observations on the 
trees or orchards in which you claim success." So the 
efficacy of this remedy is to be officially considered. In 
the meantime we shall have to wait in the state of the 
usual uncertainty, but the pear-blight remedy will still 
remain on sale. 

'mpatient of Delay. 
OME of my regular correspondents occasionally ex- 
press impatience at the tardiness of results in the in- 
vestigation of blights and other obscure ailments of 
plant life. The same delay is noticeable in other lines 


at Bahia, discovered the now famous navel orange, sent

Waning Pear industry. 


OULD the pear-blight have remained foreign to Cali- 

fornia, which might have been the result of very 
strict quarantine fifteen years ago, what a difference 
would now be observed in some of the greatest fruit 
belts of the State. Three or four years ago the output 
of pears reached nearly 1800 carloads shipped as fresh 
fruit, 425,000 cases canned and over 5,000,000 pounds 
dried in one year. This was the last season preceding 
the general spread of the blight. Now the industry is 
ruined in many of the heaviest productive sections of 
former years, and in some counties pear growing will be 
entirely discontinued in a year or so unless the people 
wake up and make a thorough attempt to check the dis- 
ease. In one county all but two or three growers will 
take out their pear trees as soon as the present crop is 
harvested. No such complete destruction was ever be- 
fore witnessed in the line of fruit growing. After rest- 
ing the land a few years and destroying the bacilli from 
lack of food, the industry of pear growing may resume 


its normal importance. .

And the foolishness of planting to 
fads or overpromising varieties is still in evidence 
throughout the State. In the determination of decay in 
citrus fruits the experiments have been rapid and re- 
markable in results, yet three years have passed in the 
examination of this subject. They have been years of 
likeness to each other in rainfall, absence of frost and 
general conditions. So far Mr. Powell has not seen any- 
thing to modify his early conclusions. Perhaps they 
would be different in some essential points were this 
able investigator's work to follow a period of extreme 
cold, or a series of dry years such as was experienced 
following the season of 1897. I could give many in- 
stances to show that the conservative time-killing way is 
the only way to reach valuable conclusions. The hasty 
investigator is a misfit and of no real value to our fruit

Profitable Oranges. 


OW this note is not to be a large but true story of 

some one who last year produced thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of oranges from one acre of ground. It is to 
be an answer to a Chicago man who wants to know how 
long orange culture has been profitable in California. I 
wonder if he has heard of the winter of our discontent 
in 1903-4, and supposed that up to that fata] season there 
had been no profitable seasons. I think he means to 
inquire how long oranges have been cultivated commer- 
cially in California. In that case the answer is, about 
sixty-seven years. In 1834, 74 years ago, there were 987 
orange trees at Santa Ynez, 1600 at San Fernando, and 
2333 at San Gabriel. But these were growing about the 
missions for home use. The San Gabriel trees were 
planted during Jefferson's administration, and the plant- 
ings of the other missions were made long before the 
secularizing invoice was taken in 1834. 

The first commercial orchard was established in the 
present city limits of Los Angeles in 1841, by William 
Wolkskill, and it consisted of less than 200 trees. About 
forty-five years ago plantings were made at San Ber- 
nardino, and by 1862 there were estimated fo be 25,000 
trees in the entire State. In 1872, however, something

He sees the success of an 
occasional merchant or tradesman, and overlooks the 
fact that more of this class fail than do an equal num- 
ber of farmers; he observes the career of a fortunate at- 
torney or physician, and does not know that the same in- 
tellectual exertion applied to the land is producing more 
immediate revenue to the farm than can de attained by 
the average lawyer or doctor at the end of his first de- 
cade of practice; the young man does not realize the in- 
finite application, the continual avoidance of mistakes, 
the grilling demands of emergencies through which the 
successful professional man has passed. [f he could 
know in advance the disappointment, the labor and anx- 
lety of the mercantile or professional man; that a good 
farm specialized or professionalized in like manner 
would be more lucrative on the average and certainly 
less grinding, he would oftener turn to the farm against 
which manual! labor and isolation are the chief charges.

An Embargo on Rooted Vines. 


NUMBER of the counties have ordinances abso- 
utely prohibiting the introduction of rooted grape- 
vines and most of the other grape counties look askance 
at them. In view of the fact that there has been an al- 
most phenomenal planting of grapes, especially the 
table varieties, in many of the northern counties in the 
past two seasons, the growers there are becoming uneasy 
about the Anaheim disease and phylloxera and every 
precaution is taken to prevent these pests from gaining 
admittance into clean sections. Both vines and cuttings 
from infected sections should be barred, but cuttings 
from clean sections are not dangerous. It is so easy to 
start a vineyard from cuttings, that there is little hard- 
ship in not allowing rooted vines to be admitted and, as 
even a section supposed to be free from phylloxera may 
be infested, it is well to place an embargo on all rooted 


vines. There is no danger of spreading this serious | 


vine pest in cuttings, as it is found only on the roots in 
our California vineyards.—{California Cultivator.

Fix Up the School Grounds. 


HERE is no place in the world where a little time 

spent in improving the grounds around a house will 
show for more than in California. And there is no 
country so favored which shows more neglect in this 
respect than California. What is applicable to our 
houses is doubly noticeable to our country school 
grounds. Not once in a hundred times do we find a 
school where the grounds have received any attention. 
They are bare, neglected and distressing to look upon. 
We do not have to go to the rural districts, away from 
the town, or city, to find this condition, for it exists 
everywhere. Not once.in a hundred times do the trus- 
tees or the patrons of our schools take an interest in 
how the buildings or the grounds look, for as a rule, the 
country people do not appreciate the value of the schools 
as they should. There may be some excuse for our city 
schools because the expense of providing large grounds 
is often so great that it cannot be afforded. But in the 
rural districts this drawback is not felt. Usually an 
acre is secured and this is ample for all purposes. It 
would be an easy matter to lay off the grounds so that 
flower beds could be made on them without interfering 
with the room needed for exercise. Then it is an easy 
matter to plant trees along the property line which will 
afford shade for the children when at play or during the 


noon recess. And what a different aspect these slight | 


improvements would impart to the place, and what a 
different feeling the teachers and children would have 
about it. 


A great many teachers in rural schools would like 
to improve the buildings and grounds, but they are 
helpless because they receive no encouragement from 
the farmers or their wives who are directly interested. 
There are a great many children, too, who would gladly 
assist in the work of making flower beds, and in caring 
for them, if they were given the opportunity. There is 
a great deal more of refining influence in a child than 
we who are older realize, but too often there is no 
chance given for the display of that sentiment. What 
we ought to do would be to encourage our children in 
early life to gratify their desire for the beautiful and to 
afford them an opportunity to receive correct ideas of 
the wonderful secrets of nature. One thing we ought to 
remember: no teacher, nor pupil, can do the best work 
in a dilapidated schoo! building amid neglected sur- 
roundings. When we come to appreciate that there is a 
lot more to education than what is gotten from text- 
books, we shall understand better the value of our rural 
common schools. Pupils imbibe careless ideas and slov- 
enly ways from dirty school buildings and neglected sur-

John Chinaman, Gardener, 


NE of our suburban Californians writes: For the 

past three years it has been my pleasure. and privi- 
lege to observe the methods of a Chinese gardener near- 
by and humbly imitate his procedures in my own modest 
“truck patch.” 


Although in his own country “John” was a water car- 
rier by occupation, he has during his few years’ sojourn 
here acquired a store of agricultural lore calculated to 
inspire his neighbors with envious admiration. » 

For example, when his young lettuce reaches’ the 
height of two or three inches he does not eat or throw 
away the young plants in the process of thinning. In- 
stead, he clips off about an inch of the root tip, and re- 
plants them in long rows, placing the plants at least a 
foot apart. This transplanted lettuce forms heads of 
such an immense size that at a short distance the bed 
resembles a cabbage patch. 


His onions, which he always grows from the seed, dis- 
daining the use of cloves or sets, have their roots clipped 
when transplanted, and grow to be larger than an ordi- 
nary saucer in an incredibly short time. He transplants 
beets in precisely the same manner as the lettuce and on- 
ions. 

When he cuts off the lettuce heads for market he wa- 
ters and cultivates the bare stalk, which heads out again 


in about one-third the time required to grow it from the | 


seed. He treats his cabbages in the same way, except 


that he allows the outside leaves to remain attached to 


the stalk. The second head is small and has no white 
center, but he finds a ready market for it among the 
lovers of boiled greens. 

“John” saves his pumpkins and squash seeds by leav- 
ing them inside the pumpkin or squash, as the case may 
be, until the planting season. Then he opens the afore- 
mentioned vegetables and plants the seeds with the fresh 
pulp clinging to them. 

He wraps his muskmelon seed in a tow sack and buries 
them in rich soil, keeping them very moist during the 
few days which pass before the seeds sprout. He then 
plants them and they appear above the ground with 
mushroom-like rapidity. 

Once, contrary to his advice, I set tomato plants on a 
spot where ashes had been thrown for several years. 


_ The vines grew to an enormous size and fiad many 
blossoms, which dropped off in a few days. One day 
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“John” observed this, and with great solemnity came 
over and cut and hacked the branches of the plants 
almost half in two. Although this was in the latter part 
of July, the drooping, half-severed vines were soon 
loaded with tomatoes, and continued to bear until killed 


by frost in December.—[{Rural Californian.

The Soilless Garden. | 
HERE is many a housewife that would very much 
Hke to decorate her rooms with growing flowers if 
the general muss and dirt incident to their culture did 
not make her hesitate. For such, nature in her benevyo- 
lence has made ample provision. There is a large vari- 
ety of bulbs and ofher plants which will produce leaves 
and blossoms merely by being placed in or sprink! 
with water. Their culture is of the simplest. | 


Perhaps the best known of these is the Chinese sacred 


lily, also known under the name of joss lily. The bulbs’ 


should be put into a glass dish partially filled with peb- 
bles to hold them in place, and if necessary to prevent 
them from floating. The water used must be tepid and 
entirely cover the bulbs. Then place them in a warm, 
sunny situation and you will not need to wait so very 
long for their flowers. The hyacinths also make willing 
subjects for the soilless garden, but their culture differs 
considerably from that of the foregoing. Specially-con- 
structed hyacinth glasses can be bought upon the mar- 
ket, though these are not absolutely essential to suc- 
cess. The underlying principle of their construction is 
to keep the bulbs free of the water, while allowing the 
Any ordinary vase can be 
made to serve the purpose, for the bulb can be held in 
place by means of wire on a small piece of board with 
a hole in it. After these bulbs have been placed in a 
vase and the water added, they demand to be put away 
in a dark closet until] their roots have grown down into 


the. water, which is a matter of some time. After suffi- 


cient root development they can be given a warm place 
in a sunny window, where they will soon flower. 
single tulip can also be grown in water culture. 


All bulbs once used in water culture are useless after- 
ward, as the plant lives on the stored-up food in the 
bulb. Similarly all such seed as store up food for the 
future seeding can be induced to germinate and often 
to carry the young plantlets to quite a stage of develop- 
Of these the acorn is a good example and will 
with care produce quite an oak tree. Further pretty 
effects can be produced by sowing some such seed as the 
fine grasses, cress, or linseed in wet clay or flannel. 
These seeds germinate very readily, remain green for a 
considerable time, but must always be kept moist. The 
linseed may be brought to flower. 


The fern balls that can be bought at most florists need 
no description beyond stating that with care they can 
be carried over from season to season. Another very 
curious specimen for these gardens is a variety of the 
resurrection plant known as the Rose of Jericho. Al!

And so on, and so on, ad libitim, ad nauseam, ad des- 
perandum. 

There are, however, so many new scholars entering the 
Care of the Body class, that it is only right and proper 
for the kindergartners to be given a show once in a 
while. So here goes: 

Question. What is disease? 


Answer. Disease is an effort of nature to eject from 
the body superfluous morbid matter, that has been ac- 
cumulated therein by low activity of the depurating or- 
gans, the consumption of too much food, or wrong kinds 
of food, or the continued breathing of foul air. Disease is 
beneficent, and should be encouraged. It is a house- 
. cleaning process. If there were no disease the human 
race would die off like rotten sheep. 


What would you think of a man who sat on the safety 
valve when the steam began to escape? That's what the 
doctors do when they give drugs to sick people. Funny, 
ain’t it? = 

Q. What shall I do when I am sick 

A. Go to bed and stop eating. Open your room, 
to let in the fresh air, and open your body, to let out 
the foul matter, through the pores, and the bowels—the 
latter by means of a few good injections. When you are 
thirsty sip cool water, containing a little fruit juice. 
For congestion and pain apply hot cloths, and in fevers 
frequent cool sponging. That is all. 

Q. Can drugs cure disease? 

A. Drugs never have, or ever can “cure” disease. 
When a sick person is given drugs, which are poisonous 
interlopers, and are so pecognised by the human system, 
the man is given the ‘added burden of ridding himself 
both of disease and of the drugs. Consequently, unless 
he has an extra strong constitution nature often gives 
up the unequal contest, and the patient dies. For every 
sick person who dies of what we call “disease,” thous- 
ands are killed by drugs and unnecessary food that can- 
not be digested, but lie in the stomach and rot, greatly 
lessening that person’s chance of recovery. At other 
times drugs may suppress the healing process of nature, 
in casting forth impurities, and drive them back into the 
blood. Then the doctors call this a “cure.”” On the con- 
- trary, it is another nail driven in that man’s coffin. 

Q. What food shall I eat? 

A. Any natural food. The natural food of the 
herbiverous animals is grass. The natural food of the 
earnivorous is flesh. The natural food of birds is ripe 
- grain, also fruits. The natural food of the anthropoid 
apes, from whom man is descended, is fruit, and nuts, 
and grain “in the milk”—green corn. To this you may 
add green leaves, such as lettuce, and watercress, and 
celery, and vegetables, a reasonable amount of ripe 
. grains, in various forms, milk, eggs, cheese, and, if you 
please, a little meat. The main objection to flesh food 
is that it always contains some of the excremental mat- 
ter in the animal when it dies, only a smal! percentage 
of domestic animals being free from disease. No right 
thinking person will eat such filthy food as kidneys and 
liver, containing the urine and bile that the animal 
would have passed off had it lived. These are espe- 
cially rich in uric acid, which all flesh contains. 

The flesh of swine is a particularly undesirable and 
dangerous food. A large proportion of the hogs killed 
at the Chicago packing-houses are diseased. To eat hogs 
that have been fed on slaughter-house refuse and gar- 
bage, is to invite disease—and to deserve it. 

Fish is a food entirely lacking in iron. This is why 
people instinctively eat with fish watercress, which is 
rich in iron. 

Artificial, and consequently unnatural foods, are refined 
cane sugar, which contains none of the essential organic 


salts, polished rice, which contains only a fraction of | 


them, and white flour, which is very deficient in these 
necessary minerals. Also, when you doil vegetables and 
throw away the water, containing a large percentage of 
the organic salts, you might about as well put on green 
goggles and eat shavings, or chew tea leaves after 


= 


kidneys. Get your chlorine and sodium from natural 
foods, especially fruits and vegetables. 


As to “mixed diet,” so often prated about by shallow . 


“authorities,” as the editor has pointed out, it is the most 

illogical of all diets, the only omnivorous animal being 

the hog, and then only after he has been “civilized” by 

man. | 
Q. What food is good for the kidneys? 


A. See preceeding paragraph. Any food that is 
“good for’ the kidneys is also good for the liver, and 
lights, and lungs, and brain—for the whole man. There 
is but one disease, although there are many symptoms. 
Therefore, there can be but one diet, and the statement 
that “one man’s meat is another man’s poison” is false, 


j except in so far as this, that some people with sick stom- | 


achs cannot eat things that they ought to be able to eat. 
That, however, is not the fault of the food, but of their 
stomachs. Don’t kick about the food, but mend your 
stomach. An exception to this statement may be made 


to this extent, namely, that.a small man, doing light . 


sedentary work, in a mild climate, requires only about 
half as much food as a large man, doing heavy physical 
work, in a cold climate. 


The quantity of food is really of more importance than 
quality, for the normal juices of a healthy body will dis- 
pose of many undesirable food substances. Ninety-nine 


per cent. of those engaged in light sedentary work eat 


from two to three times as much as they should, largely 
because they swallow slops with their meals, and conse- 
quently do not chew the food thoroughly, so that they 
swallow more than twice as much as is necessary, before 
they feel their appetites appeased. ‘Then the food lies in 
the moist warm stomach, rots, emits gas, which presses 
in all directions, and there is the devil to pay—also the 
doctor. 

Q. When shall I eat? 


A. When you are hungry. And remember that 
there is a vast difference between “hunger” and “appe- 
tite.” When a piece of dry bread tastes good to you, 
then you are hungry. Two meals a day, omitting break- 
fast, with a fast once a week, from one evening meal to 
the next, the editor has found the most satisfactory plan, 
in his case, 


Q. What is the best way to avoid catching a disease? 

A. As frequently set forth in these columns, dur- 
ing the past few years, there is no such thing as conta- 
gion, in the ordinary acceptation of the word, or the 
“catching” of a disease from another. It is a barbarous 
superstition, kept up by the medical fraternity, to in- 
crease the awe in which the profession is supposed to be 
held by the multitude, and also, incidentally, to increase 
their incomes. Useless quarantines, founded on this 
false theory, have been the cause of an immense amount 
of needless expenditure and suffering. You can “catch” 
an epidemic disease from another just as you can “catch” 


an attack of seasickness from another passenger, on 


board ship. When atmospheric conditions are favorable 
for their development, and when there is a sufficiency of 
filth lying around loose, disease in some form is apt to 
become epidemic. Then, if you have foul matter in your 
body, you are likely to “catch” it, in a form, severe or 
otherwise, according to the amount of foul matter in your 
blood. If your blood is perfectly pure, you can no more 
“catch” a disease than you can set fire to iron filings. 
Otherwise, if there are shavings there, the fire will be 
great or small, according to the amount of shavings pres- 
ent. 

Has the teacher made this plain? 

Now, that is all, for today. Run along, little. people, 
and let the teacher call up some of the grades. 

Oh, yes. One more thing. Before you come again, 
learn “by heart” the standing notice appearing every 
week at the head of this department.

Rational Treatment of Pneumonia. 


CORRESPONDENT sstrongly recommends onion 
ultices for pneumonia. 

There is no specific virtue in the onion, internally or 
externally. An onion poultice is no more effective than 
any other kind of. poultice, or a mustard plaster, or— 
best and simplest of all—ordinary hydropathic treat- 
ment, in the shape of hot, damp cloths, covered with a 
dry cloth and frequently changed—half a dozen times a 
day. The effect of all these applications is the same—to 
relieve congestion, by drawing the blood to the surface, 
The warm sitz and foot baths are serviceable; also tepid 
injections and warm-water drinking. 

Here is good advice in regard to the treatment of 
pneumonia, by Dr. Harnsberger, in the Medical Record: 

“I look upon open air in the treatment of pneumonia 
with the same unbounded confidence that the surgeon 


ninety-eight in one hundred if used early and properly 
in all cases. 

_ “Guided by a distinct perception of the needs of each 
patient, with open air and good nursing, one need not 
worry over the contingency of death from pneumonia. 
The air can’t be too fresh, nor its temperature too low. 
There is no danger of ‘taking cold’ when the fever is on. 
The younger the patient, the older the patient, and the 


more hopeless the case seems, just so much more im- 


portant it is to enforce open air and exclude artificial 
heat. Keep the patient’s feet warm, but don’t heat the 
air he breathes.” 

The medical fraternity is slowly and sullenly but 
surely working around to the nature cure. 

Employers and Employed. 

OMMENTING upon a recent article in the Care of the 

Body on “Incompetence a Disease of the Times,” a 
San Jacinto correspondent who says he served a five 
years’ apprenticeship in a shop on the Clyde, studying 
theory in the evening at a British school of art, asserts 
that incompetence has grown from the abuse and greed 
of “captains of industry’—that competent men are often 
discharged without warning ‘to create consternation and 
coercion among the less competent.”

It creates hopelessness, race suicide, cowardice, 
bachelors, booze fighters, dope fiends, hobos, and degen- 
eracy. Is it any wonder? 

“*For greed of gold that meanest rage, | 
“ ‘And greatest folly of man’s sinking age.’ 

“*The boy is father to the man.’ You cannot boss 
and bluff and dispirit the boy, and make of him a com- 
petent master of his business. The best of life is but in- 
toxication—enthusiasm. Obliterate this and make a dis- 
interested incompetent. Cheerful, kind instruction, firm- 
ness of purpose, engendering duoyant independent spirit 
will make competent moral men. 

“‘My experience has been that it is a pleasure to be 
employed by men with no political preferment, compe- 
tent in their line of business. They invariably offer 
satisfactory remuneration for able men and competent. 
There you are greeted with a friendly smile, the giad 
hand and a sympathetic glow pervades the environ- 
ment. When the day’s effort is done, home is reached 
with a happy heart, feeling you have earned a night's 
repose. With a gentler feeling between man and man- 
agement, it would redound to the happiness of all con- 
cerned, and the mental health and ease of the care- 
worn mothers and helpless offspring.” . 

Employers have their faults as well as employed, for 
both are human. Also this is an age of fierce competi- 
tion, that bears heavily alike on capital and labor—ex- 
cept when capital combines, which is not so easily done 
as formerly. Even from a selfish standpoint, however,

cause of senile degeneration. We now know that it is 
due to a slowing-down of atomic cell vibration and noth- 
ing else.” 

The author sets great store on static electricity, which 
he administers by putting the patient on an insulated 
platform with bared feet, a strip of lead about two 
inches wide and ten inches long, along the spine next 
to the skin and extending above the collar, connecting 
this with the positive pole of the machine by an insu- 
lated cord. Dr. Woodruff declares that by the so-called 
“high frequency” electric treatments harm is done quite 
as frequently as good. 

The author describes an interesting experiment made 
in San Francisco to show the existence of electricity in 
the human body, identical with electrical currents from 
other sources. In this case the electricity floated over 
wires, operated electrical instruments and recorded volt- 
age to the amount of eight mille volts. 


Dr. Woodruff asserts that sulphur is the negative ele- 
ment of matter, and ozone the negative element of the 
atmosphere. He calls attention to the fact that the odor 
of sulphur fumes is identical with that of ozone. Sul- 
phur he regards as one of the most remarkable of sub- 
stances known to man. As to that mysterious sub- ’ 
stance, ether, the author says: : | 


“I am fully convinced that when this all-pervading 
ether is analyzed it will be proven that it is composed 
wholly and only of disembodied negative electrons. If 
one will only consider for a moment known phenomena, 
the possibility and probability of this assertion is made 
apparent by reasoning from comparison.” 


Coming down to the subject of disease, what it is, and 
the causes, the author declares that disease is disturbed 
function and nothing else. He correctly says: 


“In medicine, as in theology, the tendency has been 
to multiply the mysteries; to befog and confuse with 
the multiplicity of diseases, until the prima] cause has 
been lost sight of.” 

Continuing his discussion of the subject, the author 
goes on to say: 

“Abnormal massing of the stored-up electrical or vital 
force in the region of the principal nerve centers, the 
brain, spinal cord and solar plexus, abnorma) voltage 
and abnormal atomic cel] vibration, either excessive or 
deficient, is per se, what we know as disease. ... 

“Twenty-five years of chasing the microbe has yielded 
but little except to increase mysticism and confusion, 
and make a babe) of tongues. Hahnemann, seventy-five 
years ago, in his thesis on chronic diseases, gave us all 
and more than has yet been revealed by bacteriological 
research; indeed, he forestalled every fact so far deter- 
mined, defining its limitations and indicating their prac- 
tical application in the relieving of diseased condition. | 
- « « Overtaxing or undue irritation of the stomach 
is a prolific cause, causing concentration of nerve energy 
to do the work; this, if long continued, will produce it. 
Prglonged mental effort is another cause, prolonged 
physical exertion to the point of exhaustion, especially 
if followed by overtaxing the stomach, is another cause 
that produces cerebral localization of the nerve forces 
to the detriment of the outlying tissues.” 

The author might have added, further, that the dis- 
turbed functioning of disease makes its appearance in 
congestion, and that this congestion is naturally re- 
moved by such means as hot or cold applications, irrita- 
tion of the skin by mustard, pepper, etc., osteopathy, 
massage, mechanical] vibration, electricity and other sim- 
ilar measures. 

The author regards highly electric lights, both arc and 
incandescent, as great aids in restoring celj vibration. 
These, he correctly states, are much safer than dry heat 
or steam baths, thus making them the only ones that 
should be used if the heart is weak. 

As to medicine, the author says “it has served its pur- 
pose, has outlived its usefulness, and in fact among a 
large part of the thinking people of the community, is 

disrepute.” 
Notwithstanding this, the author goes on to enlarge 
the advantages of the “tissue salts” above referred 
to. It is strange that a man of Dr. Woodruff’s evident 
ability shouki still hang to this remnant of medical su- 
perstition. The editor will be surprised if the doctor 
does not, before many years, break away from this last 
outpost of drugging, and come out into the sunshine 
of rational hygiene. 

The author is a great admirer of Hahnemann. Listen 
to this: 

“Was Hahnemann inspired? Yes! Yes! Yes! Di- 
rectly from the Infinite! In him the all-pervading in- 
telligence found a mind so great, so broad, so deep, 80 
logical, and of such close, acute perception that it was 
enabled to grasp the thought waves direct from the Infi- 
nite, and to formulate them.” . 

Well, the editor is ready to admit that Hahnemann 
was a benefactor of the human race, in so far that he 
weaned many away from wholesale drugging, and ad- 
ministered such infinitesimal doses that it practically 
amounted to nothing but suggestion. If people will in- 
sist upon believing that they must “take something” 
when they are sick, the editor would strongly recom- 
mend them to patronize homeopathy, which is quite as 
effective as “Christian Science’—if you only believe in 
its efficacy, which is the main thing. 

Dr. Woodruff announces that he will follow this book 
with two others entitled “The Therapeutics of Light 
Vibration” and “Physical Therapeutics,” which will in- 


clude massage, Swedish movements and “so-called oste- | 


opathic manipulation.” Why “so-called,” doctor? 
Electricity is life. Yes. But what is electricity? 
That’s something science can’t tel] us. ‘

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STUDY OF FISH HISTORY. 


OCEAN FISHERIES INEXHAUSTIBLE BY MAN, SAY 
EUROPEAN INVESTIGATORS, 


[Washington Post: ] For five years ten steamers be- 
longing to eight different nations whose coasts are 
washed by the Atlantic, the North Sea, and the Baltic 
have been engaged in international oceanic research. 
The purpose has been to make a study of the life history 
of fishes, with the expectation that it would yield both 
practical and scientific results of importance. 


To learn the life story of fishes the observers found it 
necessary to study the element in which fishes live, and 
the influences, such as water temperatures, ocean cur- 
rents, minute organisms that are the food supply of 
many fishes, and other things which affect fish life. 
These scientific workers have now completed a gen- 
eral survey of the most noteworthy features relating to 
fish life in the seas of North Europe, from the Baltic 
to the North Sea, thence to Iceland in the west and to 
Spitzbergen in the north. 3 


Hundreds of thousands of fish and millions of fish 
eggs have also been collected while studying the wan- 
derings of fish and the mode of their occurrence. It is 
the purpose here to mention a few of the significant re- 
sults of the investigation thus far. 


It is found that the eggs of most food fishes float in 
the sea, the herring being an exception. The little eggs, 
about one-twenty-fourth of an inch in size, develop in a 
few days or weeks into larvae, only slightly larger: 
these remain floating, and, after a few weeks, acquire a 
little of the structure and appearance of the future fish. 


For a month or so they remain suspended in the waste — 
of waters, some near the surface and some at consid- 


erable depth, and then, if possible, they seek the bottom, 
where by degrees they attain maturity. A great step 
forward in the study of fish was the discovery of means 
to determine their age. 


It was found that the otoliths or calcareous secretions 
in the ear openings of plaice showed age rings similar 
to those found on the stems of trees and the horns of 
cattle. So it became possible to tell the age of each in- 
dividual plaice, and later it was proved that also many 
of the bones and also the scales show age rings, a fact 
which now enables the observers to tell with «ertainty 
the age of cod, haddock, stithe, herring or sprat, as well 
as of many other species of fish. 


The age of fish up to fourteen or fifteen years is easily 
ascertained by the scales, but after that time the addi- 
tional growth is so small as to be of little service. Some 
of the largest specimens of cod carried proof that they 
were from sixteen to seventeen years old. It is inferred 
that many of these cod have spawned from eleven to 
twelve times in their lives. 

Another interesting question is the rate of growth of 
fish. It is found that the rate at which young cod grow 
varies according to their surroundings. 

In the southern part of the North Sea they grow very 
rapidly, attaining a length of nearly eight inches in the 
first year, but in many places along the Norway coast 
the average size of a year-old cod is only about three 
inches. Some of the largest cod caught were over forty- 
six inches in length and more than sixteen years old. 
The growth of haddock is avout four inches the first 
year, but the rate decreases as they approach the higher 
ages. 


A very important part of the work was the investiga- 
tion of the haunts and wanderings of fish. The study 
was carried on chiefly by marking thousands of fish by 
means of small wires. There are buttons at each end 
of the wires, and the time and place of turning each 
fish loose is marked on the buttons. 

It was found that the larvae of the eel are met only 
in the deep portion of the Atlantic, and far-reaching con- 
clusions were reached from this fact as to the wander- 
ings of the full-grown eel and ite young. The genera! 
law was deduced from the astonishing wanderings of 
many fish species that they can never be seriously 
affected by merely local conditions. 

The observers believe they have proved that the 
growth and productiveness of fish is subject to such 
mighty natura] influences, such as climatic changes in 
the various regions which they frequent, that they may 
be regarded as independent of the interference or the 
fisheries of man. It is certain that man has consider- 
ably reduced the number of plaice, haddock, and cod, 
in some waters, but not to such an extent as to have 
more than a temporary effect upon fishing interests. 
Man cannot exterminate them. 

The work will probably be continued for years to 
come, and the international committee which is direct- 
ing it has no doubt that other splendid discoveries of 
both practical and theoretical interest will be the out- 
come.
